PATERSON IN THE HANDS OF A MOB. 


Dye Workers Terrorize Shopkeepers and 
Destroy Property—Clubbed by Police. 
New York, Mareh 13.—[Special.|—The 

J., striking silk, weavers kept 


that city. Eight hundred of them assembled 
at the dye works of Auger & Simon early this 
morning. - The strikers broke into the factory 
and, tinding Mr. Auger, handled him roughly. 
All the men at york were turned out of the 
shop, and the silk was taken from the shelves 
and dye-tubs and thrown over the floor of the 
shop. At Richard Berdan’s place they forced 
an entrance and turned the workers out and 
seattered the silk around. Finally Mr. Ber- 
dan appeared on the scene and drove 
the crowd out at the point of a pistol. 
The strikers next went to Kuipscher & Maass’ 
shop. The proprietors determined to close 
down to prevent any trouble. The strikers 
then turned to Riley’s dye works, and it was 
announced that the mill had acceded to the 
demand of the strikers. They wanted $09 a 
week for helpers and $12 a week for finish- 
ers. After leaving Riley’s the men paraded 
up Market street, now about 12,000 strong, 
and stopped at the See & Sheehan dye 
works on Paterson street. Here they man- 
aged to get the dyers to join them, as they 
did also at Dexter & Lambert's place on 
Straight street. The strikers continued until 
nightfall, when they had every dyer out, and 
then a mass-mneeting was held at Bunker Hill. 
See & Sheehan have sent a letter to Mayor 
Braun telling him they would hold the city 
responsible for the damage done to 
their property by the strikers. Auger 
& Simon also hold the city respon- 
sible for the acts of the _ rioters. 
Five thousand persons gathered in front of 
Bamford Bros.’ mill at 6 o’clock this evening. 
Chief of Police Grant and Capt. Bunson, at 
the head of thirty-five men, charged the crowd 
with drawn clubs, striking at every 
one who did not obey the 
command to disperse. The crowd was 
driven into a field on the west side of the mill, 
and up against a picket fence, which gave 
way, throwing several hundred of the strikers 
ina heap. on the gronnd. The police were 
upon them in a_ twinkling, and to 
escape a clubbing the crowd scattered in 

every direction. Four firms of silk dyers to- 

night signed the union schedule. Others will 

do so tomorrow and it is believed all trouble 
with the dyers will be soon over. ‘The manu- 

facturers are bitter in their denunciation of 
the Mayor and police for allowing the city to 

remain under mob rule for two days without 

making any arrests. 


FOUR KILLED BY BOILER EXPLOSION, 


Engineer in a Sawmill and His Three Chil- 
dren Are the Victims.

QUIT WITHOUT A SHOT 


BRAZILIAN INSURGENTS SURRENDER 
UNCONDITIONALLY. 


Piexoto Refuses the Terms OWered by Da 
Gama and His Forts and Battenies 
Open Fire on the Kebel Fleet and the 
Flag of Mello Is Hauled Down—Officers 
of the Revolutionary Force Said to Have 
Kscaped on European VesselseEra of 
Uncivilized Warfare.

Rio Janerro, Brazil, via Galveston, Tex., 
March 13.—[Copyright, 1894, by James 
Gordon Bennett. |—The naval revolution is at 
an end, the rebel officers having surrendered, 
and thousands of Rio citizens, standing on 
the hill-tops surrounding the bay, this after- 
noon, cheered long and loud as the insurgent 
flag washauled-down. Refusing Admiral da 
Gaama’s conditional terms of surrender, Pres- 
ident Peixoto at, noon today ordered Forts 
Santa Cruz, Lage, Sao Joas, and the  Nicthe- 
roy batteries to open fire upon Fort Villegaiz- 
non, 
ade vigorously until 1 o’clock. Then at 3 
o clock the city forts took wp the work, and 
all the other forts join.ng in again this was 
continued for another hour and then closed. 

Soon afterward a government launch car- 
ried orders to Admiral Goncalves, command- 
er of the loyal squadron, that the Nictheroy, 
the America, the Itapu, and five torpedo 
boats, which had been waiting down the bay, 
should come farther up. This was done, and 
soon thereafter, at five minutes to 6 o'clock, 
the rebel’s white flag on Fort Villegaignon was 
hauled down. This was quickly followed by 
that on Ccbras Island and then by those on 
all the rebel ships in the harbor. A govern- 
ment launch had landed officers of Peixoto’s 
Governmert at Fort Villegaignon five minutes 
afterward, and the victory was complete with- 
out either the rebel ships or forts having fired 
a single shot. 

It was the Portuguese Minister here who 
presented Admiral da Gama’s first proposals 
of peace to President Peixoto. The terms of 
‘surrender which they xsked included the lib- 
erty of all naval officers now in prison, am- 
nesty for the sailors and petty officers aboard 
the rebel ships, and the permission for the 
superior ofticers to resign their posts and 
sail for Europe under a promise never 
to. take up arms again against’ the 
lawful government of Brazil. President 
Peixoto and his Cabinet hela a meeting to 
consider these proposals, and the. result of 
their deliberations was that the President re- 
plied to the Portuguese Minister, through the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, that he could not 
receive any conditional proposals of surrender 
from persons in active insurrection against 
the Government of Brazil, and that uncon- 
ditional surrender alone would be accepted. 

Admira! da Gama then modified his terms, 
but the President firmly maintained his origi- 
nal position, gave orders to his artillery forces 
to have all thingsin readiness, to open fire 
upon the ships, in accordanee with the notice 
previously made publie. 

When it became known that President 
Peixoto intended to open fire upon the.rebel 
ships from the city batteries a large body of 
residents began moving out of the city to 
places of safety in the suburbs. Stores 
and offices were closed and the streets were 
filled with persons moving away the most 
valuable of their portable possessions. British 
residents held a meeting to publicly censure 
their Minister and Consul here and their 
home government for what they consider the 
lack of protection atcorded them. 


BRAZILIAN REBELS SURRENDER, 


The War Is Over and There Is Great Re- 
joicing in RioeOfficers Get Away. 
[Copyright, 1894, by the Associated Press.| 

Rio JaNnErRO, March 13.—The war is practi- 
cally over and the cause of the insurgents is a 
lost one, There is much rejoicing in this city 
at the culmination of the struggle which has 
continued so many months with no object, 
seemingly. but to hamper business and de- 
stroy property. The rebel forces have sur- 
rendered unconditionally, almost without 
firing a shot. 

The officers of the insurgent fleet have 
taken refuge on board English, French, and 
Portuguese warships. One French vessel has 
put to sea with many of the rebel officers on 
board. It is said that Admiral da Gama is 
on board the British warship Sirius. 

The greatest excitement prevails in the city. 
The streets are crowded and everywhere can 
be heard the cry of *‘Viva Peixoto.’ For the 
last two days the streets bave been packed 
with people and all the available trucks and 
hand carts have been busy carrying household 
goods and personal effects out of the city. 
The tram care have been jammed 
until this noon, when it was 
learned that the struggle was over. 
There has been much suffering in the city. 
All business houses have been closed and _ it 
has been very difficult togetfood. The whole 
available police force has been on duty con- 
stantly, but there has been little disturbance. 
Probably 100,000 persons have left the city. 
Railroad transportation to the suburbs is free, 
The governmént is feeding the poor. 

Precisely at 12 o'clock noon the bar fort- 
ress opened fire upon Fort Villegaignon. In 
ashort time the government forces at Fort 
Armacao and Fort Gragzata joined in the 
bombardment. The fire was not returned by 
the insurgents. The bombardment was con- 
tinued until 3 o'clock, when it ceased. ('as- 
tello, San Bento, Saude, Curveilo, and all the 
city batteries then opened a furious fire upon 
Fort Villegaignon and the insurgent warship 
Tamandre. The fire was also directed upon 
the insurgent works at Cobras Island and at 
other places: 

The forces at. Enchadas lowered the’ hos- 
pital flag and hoisted the insurgent ensign. 
The garrison on Governor’s Island alsv took 
part in the attack on Fort Villegaignon, which 
was badly hammered by the government 
guns. ‘The works on Vobras Island took fire. 
but the James were soon extinguished. The 
firing of the batteries lasted for an hotir. No 
great damage wasdone. The insurgents did 
not tire a shot, husbanding their ammunition. 


The Government Fleet Comes In, 

At 4 o’clock the government fleet appeared 
off the harbor, the torpedo boat Aurora leading. 
The other vessels in the fleet were the Nictheroy, 
America, Itaipu, Bahia, Tiradentes, and Para- 
hyba, and two steamers and five torpedo 
boats, Immediately upon the appearance of 
the squadron the rebels hauled down the white 
ensign from one of the/ships which was lying 
at Enchadas and hoisted a signal which was 
answered from shore. 2 

A launch containing an officer then went 
from one insurgent ship to another and each 
vessel lowered the white flag. Two torpedo 
boats from the government fleet outside then 
entered the bay. One of them wentto Fort 
Villegaignon and it was shortly followed by 
the launch from the rebel ship. A few min. 
utes later the white ensign caine down from 
the fort and at 5:45 o’clock the government 
fleet came up the bay, being a welcome sight 
to the thousands of anxious people who had 
gathered on the heights to see the battle. 

Admiral Da Gama’s offer to capitulate was 
on the following terms: 

The rebel Admiral was to surrender the 
forts in possession of the insurgents in the 
bay and to turn over to the government all 
the warships'in the bay now in the hands of 
the insurgents, surrendering the garrisons and 


that the Admiraljand all his officers be al- 
lowed to withd raw to a foreign country under 
the protection of Portugal and that the lives 
of the insurgent soldiers and sailors be spared.

Mello’s Whereabouts Not Known. 

The Aquidaban, Republica, and, incidental- 
ly, Admiral de Mello, the leader of the rebell- 
ion, are still absent, and nothing seems to be 
known of their whereabouts. One report has 
it that Adniiral de Mello some time ago saw 
the hopelessness of the insurgent position in 
Rio Bay and consequently took his two best 
ships southward in order to codper- 
ate with the insurgent land forces in 
that quarter, seeing that the only 
chance of a_ successful ending to the 
revolt wasin a march upon Rio de Janeiro 
by land. The government is of the opinion 
that such a movement upon the part of the 
insurgent armies will easily be met and de- 
feated by the government troops. and it is 
said that a number of vessels will now be 
pursuit of Admiral de Mello, 
will be immediately  util- 
ized in an attack ‘upon Des- 
terro, the port and island in_ the 
south which is now the headquarters of the 
insurgents and the seat of the revolution 
junta. In fact it is reported that the govern- 
ment has sounded the crews of the insurgent 
vessels with the view of ascertaining how 
many men can be counted upon in the con- 
templated operations against Desterro and 
De Mello. and that the insurgent sailors 
are so disgusted at, the seeming deser- 
tion of Admiral de Mello that a. number 
of them will be found willing to man the gov- 
ernment vessels which wili be sent south as 
soon as possible in order to push the govern- 
ment’s success, while the insurgents are dis- 
heartened by the loss of the larger portion of 
their fleet. 

Admiral de Mello was false to the Empe- 
ror and to President Fonseca and President 
Peixoto. He now proves false to Admiral 
da Gama. 

Lisson, March 13.—The government has 
cabled to Capt. Castilho, commander of the 
Portuguese naval forces at Rio de Janeiro, 
telling him to follow the instructions given to 
the Portuguese Chargé d’ Affaires, Comte Par- 
aty, at Riode Janeiro ordering the Portu- 
guese representative not to intervene in the 
Brazilian struggle and to confine thetm- 
selves to codperating with the other 
foreign representatives at Rio de Janeiro 
in the measures which they may con- 
sider opportune and necessary. According to 
the dispatches received here from the Portu- 
guese commander at Rio de Janeiro Admirai 
da Gama has not sought refuge on board a 
Portuguese war vessel, although the rebel 
Admiral has asked permission to take refuge 
on board one and has sought the good offices 
“of Portugal in making terms for the surrender 
of his forces. Admiral da Gama remains on 
board his own vessel, according to the latest 
advices received here.

NEWS RECEIVED AT WASHINGTON, 


The Crisis Theught to Be Reached and 
Uncivilized Warfare May Follow. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., March 13.—The crisis 
has been reached at Rio de Janeiro, and the 
two cablegrams that were received in Wash- 
ington today mark the beginning of the sad- 
dest and bloodiest chapter of the long ahd 
stubbornly contested insurrection in Brazil. 
The first news came from Admiral Benham 
ina cable addressed to Secretary Herbert 
and read as follows: 

R10, March 13.—Secretary Navy, Washington: 
Notice has been given by this government that 
the bombardment of the insurgent ships and 
forts from the city will commence at noon March 
13. The insurgent Admiral, it is reported, has 
taken refuge on the Portuguese man of war. On 


inquiry I find he is not on board yet. 
BENHAM. 


The news conveyed by Admiral Benham 
was contained in the last sentence of his dis- 
patch relative to Admiral daGama, All of 
the preceding dispatches had stated that the 
rebel Admiral was on board the Portuguese 
man-of-war Mindello. But no inferences, it 
is believed, were drawn from Admiral Ben- 
hain’s statement. Late in the afternoon 
United States Minister Thompson was heard 
from as follows: 

Rw, March 13.—Secretary of State, Wash- 
ington, D. C.: The local forts commenced firing 
at noon today. Their fire was not returned by the 
insurgents. The terms of Da Gama have been 
refused by the government, who will open fire 
upon him from the city batteries this afternoon 
at 3 o'clock. Thecity is nearly abandoned and 
deserted, THOMPSON, 

Last night there was every reason to believe 
that a peaceful outcome had been reached in 
the disastrous warfare that had been waged 
at Rio, and no one doubted that President 
Peixoto would toncede the apparently 
reasorable and honorable terms of capitula- 
tion asked by Da Gama. The rebel 
Admiral had offered to expatriate him- 
self and his officers to an exile intoa foreign 
land on condition that the lives of his soldiers 
and sailorsshould bespared. Such conditions 
were freely accorded in any honorable war- 
fare ‘in civilized lands, yet to the surprise of 
this administration they had been re- 
turned by VPeixoto. In spite of its 
best efforts to be exactly fair and 
neutral during the contest in Brazil 
this government has given Color to the belief 
that its inoral sympathy lay with the Peixoto 
government. So the news that the rule 
in civilized warfare has been disregarded, 
and that brave but defeated insurgents, 
hemmed in on all sides, are to be 
rcfused the chance to surrender on honor- 
able terns and forced to throw themselves 
upon themercy of the government without 
any guarantee of their lives falls with 
disagreeable force upon every official in the 
government here who has had todo with the 
trouble in any capacity. 


CHARGED WITH DEFRAUDING A ROAD. 


E, R. Walters Said to Have Falsified the 
Colorado Midland Pay- Rolls. 

CotoraDo Springs, Colo., Mareh 13.— 
[Special.)—E. R. Walters, chief clerk to H. 
BK. Bryant, Superintendent of the Colorado 
Midland railroad, was arrested at his resi- 
dence im Denver tate last night by 
Shériff Bowers and E. F. Taylor, 
special agent of the railroad, charged with 
peculating from the Midiand company a sum 
of money which may reach $15,000. He 
was brought here and placed in jail. Some 
months ago Special Agent J. J. Kin- 
ney of Topeka, Kas., began an inves- 
tigation of his books, but was called 
away. Walter's method was to add  fic- 
titious names in lead pencil to time books and 
add them to the pay-rolls, He then issued 
discharge checks conveying names and 
amounts added. He then cashed the checks 
at the ticket office. The amounts on each 
check ranged from $35 to $75, or from $150 
to $400 a menth, back to 1891.

DESPERATE ENOOUNTERS: IN THE

Attempt to Hold a Democratic Aldermanic 
Convention Results in Savage Fighting 
Thirty Policemen to Prevent 

Murder and to Save Brand’s Hall from 

Being Wrecked=—Fierce Conflict of the 

Griesheimer-Ruddy FactionseLatter Is 

Declared Chosen, | 


An attempt was made to hold the Demo- 
cratic Aldermanic convention of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward in Brand’s Hall on North Clark 
street last night, but owing to the ultra Dem- 
ocratic tactics“indulged in by the leaders of 
‘he discordant factions it was a dismal failure. 
The convention broke up in such a violent riot 
that a squad of thirty policemen had to be 
called to prevent loss of life and save the 
building from destruc‘ion. Seores of drunken 
Democrats went home with faces and heads 
so Sadly battered and bruised that their 
friends could scarcely recognize them. 

Old time warhorses of the Democratic party. 
who have for thirty years indulged in annual 
encounters at Democratic conventions, de- 
clared it was awful. They had never seen its 
equal or anything approaching it for violence. 

For weeks there has been a bitter fight go- 
ing on in the ward. One faction is headed by 
Fred Griesheimer and the other by Watson Rud- 
dy, Neither faction has spared money or effort 
and as a consequence all the toughs of the 
ward have been freely supplied with bad 
whisky. The ward primaries were held yes- 
terday, and from early dawn until the polls 
closed the ward was in such an uproar that 
peaceably disposed people were almost in 
terror of their lives. 


Several Street Figchts. 


Drunken rowdies reeled along the streets 
shouting for their favorite candidate. Street 
fights were so frequent that had all the po- 
licemen in the city been on hand they could 
scarcely have preserved order. Around the 
voting places it was one continuous struggle 
from the time they opened until they closed. 

Towards evening the Griesheimer faction 
seemed to be in the lead and the Ruddy. gang 
became desperate. Word was sent to: the 
groggeries on Market street and the lower 
end of the ward for the Ruddy heelers to as- 
seinble. A horde _ of half . drunken 
**dock wallopers”’:» were soon gathered 
about the polling place in the alley in the 
rear of 105 Clark street. A row at once be- 
gan. The polling place was broken open, the 
bullot-boxes were smashed, and their contents 
scattered to the winds. The judges and clerks 
of election had to flee for their lives. They 
claimed, however, that Griesheimer’s dele- - 
gates were elected and made out the returns 
accordingly. 

With such a foundation for a beginning 
it is scarcely surprising that last night’s con- 
vention should have been a bloody affair. At 
8 o clock a drunken mob of near 2,000 was 
surging around the entrance of Brand’s Hall. 
The **Gary Alley Gang’’ with all its follow- 
ing was there; so, too, were. the Market street 
toughs, and the dock wallopers from the river 
front. All were ready for a free fight. 


Wild Rush into the Hall. 


The doors were opened and a wild scramble 
for the hall . followed. ‘“*‘Broaad”’ Mce- 
Abee and Watson Ruddy in the crush got 
crowded into a club-room which opens off the 
main hall, while Grieshe:mer and his backers 
landed in the main hall. Each-place was 
crowded to the doors. and every inmate was 
howling like a Sioux Indian dt a ghost dance. 
The opposing factions were badly mixed up. 
In the club-room some one hoisted Broad - 
McAbee ona beer table. Thé followers of 
Griesheimer made a rush to pull McAbee 
down. The hoodlums howled, fought, 
and swore. Then there came _ what 
might under the circumstances be called 
a tull. “Broad” declared himself Chair- 
man. Then came a roar and cries.for Frank 
Murphy, yells for the police, and howls for 
blood. ‘*Broad’’ waved his arms wildly 
about. It was afterwards claimed by his fol- 
lowers that he was reading. the call for the 
convention. In the wild confusion the al- 
leged Secretary read what purported to be 
the report of the judges of election. Noone 
heard him. 

Meantime some one had telephoned the 
police of the condition of affairs and thirty 
officers responded. Their arrival startled the 
riotous Democrats and fora moment there 
was another lull. McAbee declared Watson 
Ruddy the uranimous choice of the conven- 
tion. The uproar was renewed, but the police 
began to do active duty and in a few minutes 
the elub-room was cleared. | 

In the main hall, where Griesheimer and his 
followers had by chance been landed, the 
commotion was like that in the room presided 
over by * Bruad’’ McAbee. Jules Albrecht 
was the Chairman, and like McAbee, made a 
speech which no one heard. He had a 
list of mames which he read; they 
composed the Committee on Credentials. 
They were L.G. Mataline, James Doheny, 
and Jules Albrecht. The opposition tried to 
reach the platform to drag the officers down. 
In the midst of this tumult Committeeman 
Doheny fell in a fit, and the Ruddyites roared 
with delight. The Chairman then adjourned 
the convention until 3 o’clock’ this afternoon 
at Democratic headquarters on Monroe 
street 

So ended the beginning of the Democratic

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AMERICAN ADMIRAL IS. THREATENED. 


Bold Threat Made at Honolulu by a Japa- 
nese Naval Commander. 

Sypney, N.S. W., Mareh 14.—Passengers 
of the steamer Arawa, which has just arrived 
here, give to the Associated Press cor- 
respondent an _ interesting story of re- 
cent events in Honolulu. They assert 
that a Japanese. was recently  arrest- 
ed in that city for a trivial offense. He 
escaped from jail and swam out to a Japanese 
warship. The authorities appealed to the 
American Admiral, asking that he de- 
mand the surrender of the Japanese. The 
commander of the Japanese warship refused 
to . give the man up, and threatened 
that if the American Admiral boarded his ship 
he would give him a half-hour to leave; or, if 
he refused, the American flagship would be 
blown outof the water. According to the 
story of the passengers the escaped prisoner 
was unmolested. 

Honouiuuv, March 5, via Victoria, B. C.. 
March 13.—|Special.]—A distinguished An- 
glo-American supporter of the deposed Queen 
says the Royalists have lost hope of 
her restoration by the powers at 
Washington, but declares the provisional 
government will not te tolerated one day 
after the final decision of the Washington 
authorities reaches Honolulu. The natives 
intend to rise and restore the old order. Be- 
ing asked who would lead the insurrection— 
natives, whites, English, or Americans—he 
replied: ** The leaders are American and En- 
glish, and the whole native and Japanese pop- 
ulation is to follow at a moment’s notice.” 
Then he went on to say the Royalietg had the 
assurance cf strong moral aid from 
England and Japan. The identical course 
mapped out by Stevens and the Committee of 
Safety will be pursued. British and Japanese: 
marines will land, and the provisional 
government be forced to surrender, 
If the Royalists are successful 
LiJiuokalani will be restored, martial law de- 
clared, the members of the provisional gov- 
ernment arrested for treason, and the British 
Minister will declare a protectorate, as 
Stevens did. 


CONVICTS TRY TO TUNNEL TO FREEDOM. 


Work for Three Months and Fail by .a 
Slight Miscalculation. 

MicuiGan Crry,Ind., March 13.—[Special. ] 
—A plot on the part of several convicts fo es- 
cape from the Northern prison has just been 
discovered. The men had been working in 
the bending-room of one of the cooper-shops. 
The floor of the room is several feet above 
ground, and the men conceived the idea of 
tunneling from beneath the floor to the south 
wall, thirty feet away. The work was com- 
menced three months ago, the men working 
by shifts at odd times. They worked unmo- 
lested until they thought they were under the 
wall, when they worked upward. They mis- 
calculated the distance and came up within 
the walls. The tunnel was discovered by 
prison officials, who awaited developments 
and apprehended the leaders of the plot. 


ESCAPE FBOM A BURNING STEAMER. 


The Crew of the Fishing Boat Edith Have 
a Fearful Experience, 

Sanpusky, O., March 13.—[Special. |}—The 
crew of the fishing steamer Edith of Erie, 
Pa., hada terrible experience ,in the lake 
about twenty miles from here today. The 
steamer in some unknown manner caught 
fire and despite all effort of the crew the 
flames spread rapidly, soon enveloping the 
boat. Thecrew launched the life-raft and 
took refuge thereon. But as a terrific sea 
was running they narrowly escaped drowning 
and almost perished from cold. The tug 
Anna Robertson of this port sighted the burn. 
ing steamer and rescued the crew. The Edith 
burned to the water's edge and sunk.

Hot Debate and Close Vote on 
the Resolution. ‘ 


RESIGNATION MAY RESULT, 


Government Will Consider Its Aes 
tion Today. 


MORLEY INTERPRETS ROSEBERY, 


— 


Lonpon, March 13.—In the House of Com- 
mons today Mr. Henry Labouchere proposed 
as an amendment to the address in reply to 
the Queen’s speech the abolition of the House . 
of Lords, After some discussion and consid- 
erable excitement the amendment was put to 
a vote arfd was passed. 147 to 145, in spite of 
the opposition of the government. When the 
figures were announced they caused an out- 
burst of prolonged cheering, which was re- 
newed when the Deputy Speaker read the ad- 
dress in reply to the Queen’s speech with Mr, 
Labouchere’s amendment attached to it, . 

Fhe division on the amendment occurred 
earlier than was expected. and inany of the con- 
servatives were at dinner. The majority was 
composed of seventy-three McCarthyites and 
Parnellites, the remainder being Radicals. 
When the division paper was, handed to Mr. 
Labouchere a tremendous cheer broke from 
the Irish and Radical benches and the mem- 
bers standing below the gangway. Mr. Tan- 
ner was excitedly cheering and waving his 
handkerchief, while the government tellers 
looked pale, especially Chief Whip Ellis. All 
the Ministers looked downcast, while Mr, 
Balfour smiled ironically. 


Mr. Labouchere Suggests a Plan. 


When Mr. Labouchere moved his amend... 
ment abolishing the power enjoyed by per- 
sons not elected to Parliament to prevent 
biils from being submitted .to her Majesty, 
he expressed the hope that, if necessary, her 
Majesty, with the advice of the Ministers, 
would use her power to secure the passage of 
this much-needed reform. He suggested that 
this object could early be achieved by creat- 
ing 500 new Peers who would vote for the 
extinction of the House of Lords. 

Sir William Harcourt said he agreed with 
Mr. Gladsone .that the present state of things 
could not continue. He, however, could not 
understand the process by which Mr. 
Labouchere reckoned to achieve his object, 

Mr. Labouchere interposed with the remark 


pledged to vote for the abolition of the House 
of Lords if they were sent there. [Loud 
laughter. | 

Sir William Harcourt said the method Was 
impracticable. It must be left to the govern- 
ment to find means to put an end to the in- 
tolerable situation. | 

The cheering which followed the announce- 
ment of the result lasted fully a minute, 
Some of the members acted in the moat fran- 
tic manner. The ‘waving of handkerchiefs 
and hats continued until the Deputy S;eaker 
left the chair for a short interval. 

A Surprise to its Supporters, 


The result of the division on the amendment 
partook of the nature of a surprise, not only 
to the government, but to many of those who 
had voted in favor of the amendment. Sev- 
eral of the latter avowed this evening 
that their object in supporting the amend- 
ment was merely to give a good division 
against the House of Lords. They declare 
that they had no idea that there was any pros- 
pect of the amendment bemg carried. It was 
in fact a jump in the dark and a »bringing up 
at a place at which they did ‘not expect to.ar- 
rive. The action that will be taken. by the 
government in view of the defeat inflicted 
upon it by its whilom supporters is a matter 
ot conjecture. The prospect ot the resigna- 
tion of the Cabinet was a general topic in the 
lobbies of the House of Commons this even- 
ing. It is expected that the Cabinet will meet 
tomorrow to discuss the matter. 

Mr. Chamberlain moved to adjourn the de- 
bate on the ground that it -was too late to 
continue and because an amendment hgd 
been carried against the government, which 
Sir William Hareourt told them had called 
upon her Majesty to do what she had no con- 
stitutional right to do. There could be no. 
doubt that the government could neither ac- 
cept nor be the channel through which this 
ridiculous amendment was to be submitted to 
the Queen. Mr. Balfour said he trusted that 
the government would be in a position to an- 
nounce its intention tomorrow. Mr, 
Labouchere said he hoped that the govern- 
ment would not allow itself to be bullied 
by the leaders of the opposition. Sir William 
Harcourt agreed to the motion to adjourn. 

Says Rosebery Will Resign. 

The Chronicle’s lobby man says that a sin- 
gle sentence in the speech of Lord Rosebery 
in the House of Lords has been the cause of 
all the trouble. The Irishmen, notwithstand- 
ing Mr. Morley’s assuraaces, were irritated and 
suspicious. The situation is not desperate, but 
it is serious. The danger lies in the element 
of personal intrigue, which has scored a smal! 
triumph. Lord Rosebery has already re- 
ceived warm entreaties not to quit his posi- 
tion. The lobby man, however, “thinks that 
he will resign. Mr. Balfour expressed disap- 
pointment on the tactics of the Tories who 
abstained from voting in order to get the gov- 
ernment in trouble, and he is reported to have 
addressed the opposition. whips in severe 
terms. 

A manifesto issued by the National Reform 
Union tonight says that it is useless to hope 
that popular reforms can be achieved even by 
a Liberal government unless the powers and 
privileges of the” House of Lords, “ which 
enable a selfish and irresponsible clique to 
frustate atid mutilate such measures,” be cur- 
tailed or abolished. The National Reform 
Union therefore calls for determined efforts 
to establigh the self-government. of the 
British peopie upon a truiy democratic basis 
and vy the abolition of the House of Lords. 


Morley Explains Rosebery’s Meaning. 

The Chief Secretary for Ireland, the Rt.. 
Hon. John Morley, in the early debate, refer- 
ring to the conversion of England to home 
rule, said that this would be both easy and 
rapid; but, he added, the government did not 
hold that an English majority was necessary 
in order to obtain home rule for Ireland, Con- 
tinuing Mr. Morley said that there was no 
fear that Lord Rosebery would do anything 
to vitiate or depart from the bome rule policy. 

He then referred to Lord Rosebery’s speech 


bery, in stating that before home rule was 
conceded to Ireland the English majority 
must be convinced of its necessity, meant

‘yesterday. The honorable member for the Har- | 
bor Division of Dublin (Mr. Timothy Harring- 
ton) yesterday found fault with our not instantly 
repealing the coercion act, but it is evident that 
it would be waste of time to introduce such a 
bill. , | 
Mr. Harrington here interposed and quotec 
Mir. Morley’s speech, in which the Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland said that the first duty of 
the Liberals in coming into power would be 
to repeal that bill. [Loud Parnellite*cheers. | 

Cannot Trace a Hard and Fast Line. 

Mr. Morley eontinued, remarking that the 
government had’ to < hoose between a bill to 
repeal the coercion act and an evicted ten- 
ant’s bill, and added: : 
Itisimpossible to trace a hard and fast line 
regarding the date when home rule will be intro- 
duced. We frankly admit that in the case of a 
bill of such constitutional magnitude we ars 
bound to progress with all dispatch the 
circumstanc allow, having regard for the 
time of the session. It is premature to expect 
the government to give a cut and dried statement 
as to whether the home rule bill be reintroduced, 
amended or not amended, or whether a dissolnu- 
tion will first be brought about without another 
home rule bill being passed. The government, 
however. is composed of men of honor, who will 
never flinch from or cease to adhere to the home 
rule policy which Mr. Gladstone pressed upon us. 

John H. Redmond, the Parnellite leader, 
said that he sympathized with Mr. Morley’s 
humiliating position in explaining Lord 
Rosebery’s utterances. and added that he 
must express dfssatisfaction at the recent 
declarations of the Ministers. His friends 


_ . recognized that a general election was neces- 


sary before the home rule bill could be passed, 
and were afraid that a dissolution would be 
indefinitely postponed, and that home rule 
would be quietly shelved. The leadership of 
the home rule policy, azcording to Mr: Red- 
mond, had ‘passed from Mr. Gladstone to 
men in whom they (the Parnellites) had 
no strong faith, and whose declarations were 
halting and ambiguous. Continuing Mr. Red- 
mond said that it was clear from _Lord Rose- 
bery’s statement and from Sir William Har- 
court’s statement that the homo gule bill 
would not be reintroduced in this Parliament, 
and that a dissolution would not occur until 
the whole Newcastle program had been sent 
up to the House of Lords. 

What the Parneliites asked, continued Mr. 
Redmond, was that the government should 
declare its intentions. as its present si- 
tion was absolutely intolerable. Lord Rose- 
bery’s speech, he said, entirely changed 
the aspect of home rule. If Lord Rosebery’s 
argument was right, then the House of Lords 
was’ justified in rejecting bome rule [pro- 
longed opposition cheers], and that the 
late talk and agitation against the 
House of Lords must be insincere. 
The spirit of Lord Rosebery’s declaration was 
insulting and humiliating to Ireland. Lord 
Rosebery had referred to home rule as local 


. self-government of local affairs, but what 


Irishmen meant by home rule was Irish gov- 
ernment, ¢onsistent with the supremacy of 
‘Parliameuit. If the government thought it 
could shelve home rule for three years and 
- proceed ‘with English bills they were living 
fools of paradise, for as soon 4s 
Irishmen realized this intention there 
would aj\spirit arise in Ireland which 
would make the government of Ireland by 
Eng'and impossible, and for his part the 
sooner the day came the better. : 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain followed Mr. Red- 
mond. He said the Liberal Unionists were 
face to face with their‘old poi.cy and would 
prevent a great issue being obscured when the 
country was appealed to, He agreed with 
Mr. Redmond that if home rule depended 
upon am English majority why had they 
stumped the country in denunciation of the 
House of Lords? 

What Newspapers Say of It. 

The newspapers say of theamendment vote: 

Times: The situation is developing with start- 
ling rapidity. Lord Rosebery's government has 
raceived a blow which shatters its foundations 
and leaves it entirely denuded of even such pres- 
tize as can be derived from the incongruous alfi- 
ance that kept Mr. Gladstone in power. The 
Radical! and Irish revolt renders an early dissolu- 
tion inevitable. That is for the Unionists the mor- 
al of last night’s proceedings. The real explana- 
tion of yesterday's vote is that the division found 
the whips unprepared and that the speech of 
Labouchere was underestimated. The McCarthy- 
ites disclaim any wish to inconvenience the gov- 
ernment, but they declare that after the rejec- 
tion of homo rule and Mr. Gladstone’s last speech 
ho other gourse was open to them. It will 
not be easy to, get rid of the amendment, but 
should the government so desire means can un- 
doubtedly be found. What alarms the Ministers 
‘most is the indication afforded of friction ahead 
in their relations with the Irish party. It 
is stated that at the McCarthyite meet- 
ing Messrs. Healy. Knox, and _ others 
went tothe length of urging the withdrawal of 
Irish support should Lord Rosebery stick to his 
guns, and ominous threats were heard in the lob- 
bis, but at midnight the Irishmen seemed de- 
sicous to convey the impression that an open 
rupture for the moment had been averted.

Urge New Monetary Conference. 


At the request of the merchants and others 
in England having large East India and China 
trade interests the London Chamber of Com- 
merce has represented to the government the 
urgency of the reassembling of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Conference, with a view of 
finding some remedy for the heavy fall and

Residents of Bluefields in the Hands of 
the British Marines. 

New Orvxans, La.,March 13.—[Special.]— 
Affairs in Bluefields, Nicaragua, have taken a 
serious turn and the outlook for a speedy set- 
tiement is doubtful. English troops have taken 
complete possession of the town and at night 
have every street patrolled. The British 
cruiser Cleopatra is still lying at anchor off 
the bluffs outside the harbor, and will within 
a few days be relieved by two smaller vessels. 
The Nicaraguan Government has yielded to 
the demand of the commander of the British 
ship and ordered all the native troops to 
Ratna, fifty miles further up the river. The 

‘fruit ship Gussie arrived here today and pas- 
sengers tell of the outlook. 

Ever since the arrival of the Nicaraguan 
troops in the seaport town a bitter feeling has 
existed between them and the native Mosquito 
Indians. Whenever it was possible a tight 
would be brought about between the rival 
natives, and after several fights the tmarines 
landed to police the town. Although the En- 
giish have 200 men on land they still have 
160. marines aboard of the Cleopatra.

COL. R. E. J. MILES DIES AT CINCINNATI, 


Blood Poisoning from Malignant Carbun- 
cles Causes the Manager's Death. 

CinctnnatI, ©., March 13.—| Special. ]— 
Col. R. E. J. Miles, theatrical manager, died 
here tonight of blood poisoning caused by 
malignant carbuncles. They firste appeared 
on the back of his neck three weeks ago. 
Then they came ina bunch and the surgeons 
lanced them. New ones continued to appear, 
however, up to within two hours of his death, 
Col. Miles was 59 years old, and has been 
in Cincinnati since 1851. He was firsta 
school teacher.

** Dick Turpin,”’ and with circuses like Mme.

In 18738 he acquired control of the 
Grand. When the present combine was 
formed Miles was retained asa partner, al- 
though he had lost all his interest and money. 
This was due to his valuable influence in sge- 
attractions. His fortune of 
some $200,000 was dissipated in the Bijou 
Theater venture with Barton in New York. 
He leaves a widow, a son. Lenny, anda 
daughter, Mrs. David G. Edwards.

FIFTEENTH REGIMENT OF INFANTRY 
TO LEAVE FORT SHERIDAN. 


The Seventeenth Now at Fort D. A. Rus- 
sell, Wyoming, to Change Places with 
Col, Crofton’s Command<—Order Will 
Not Be Read Until the End of Lieut. 
Maney’s TrialeTroubles at the Post 
Leading Up to the Transfer=Col, Crof- 


ton’s Views. | 
The Fifteenth Infantry is to be moved from 
Fort Sheridan. The orders for the remoral 
have been written out and will be read to the 
army immediately after the Federal Court has 
decided whether or not First Lieut. Maney of 
the Fifteenth is guilty of the murder of Capt. 
Alfred Hedberg of the same regiment, Ihe 
trial is on the calendar for April 16. The 
Fifteenth is to be relieved by the Seventeenth 
Regiment of Infantry now stationed, at Fort 
D. A. Russell, near Cheyenne,Wyo., a regiment 
which has done twenty-four consecutive years 
of frontierduty. The removal of the Fifteenth 
comes something more than a year in advance 
of the usual time for a change. Many rea- 
sons are given for the change at this time by 
Most of the reasons are ex- 


planatory, some are apologetic. 

Col. Burton, who some time ago made a 
thorough examination of -matters at the post, 
has given no report that has reached either 
the public or the official head of Fort Sheri- 
dan, Col. Crofton, but the officers at the post 
seem to think that this report, given to the 
Secretary of War and held by him from 
marked publicity, is responsible for the 
change that is to take place. ; 

The Fifteenth Infantry came to Fort Sheri- 
dan less than three years ago to relieve two 
companies of the Sixth Infantry, which had 
been living in little wooden ‘ shacks,” and 
‘* holding down,” as it were, the great terri- 
tory given by the Commercial club of Chicago 
to the government. The enlisted men of these 
two companies of the Sixth ditched and 
drained the acres of the reservation under 
cominand of Capt. Penny, and when the wor< 
was well done and the men looked forward to 
arest twocompanies of the Fifteenth were 
ordered to take their place. The two compa- 
nies were followed quickly by the balance of 
the regiment, which founda a new post—ac- 
knowledged to be the best in the United 
States—ready to receive it. 

Trouble from the First. 

The Fifteenth had seen long frontier serv- 
ice and, with its Colonel, R. E. A. Crofton, 
looked forward to four years of service near 
Chicago, But trouble beset the newly arrived 
regiment almost from the beginning in its 
new quarters. Fort Sheridan, as it now stands, 
was built by an appropriation that was made 
unusually large by the fear of anarchy in 
the big cities. The barracks is a model 
building. The enlisted men have con- 
veniences never thought of at _ front- 
ier posts. The quarters are such as 
the artillery in Eastern ports—long pampered 
—would think palatial. There are at Sheri- 
dan baths, billiard-rooms, and libraries that 
to the cavalry and infantry who have chased 
the Apaches and Sioux over Arizona mount- 
ains and Dakota prairies are little short of 
heavenly. Now the enlisted men and officers 
of the Fifteenth are to give up these army 
luxuries and are to go to Fort D. A. Russell, 
which, while not entirely removed from civil- 
ization, is buta stepping-stone to some post 
further west, where the old-time inconven- 
iences and hardships are once more to be en- 
countered. > | 

The Fifteenth Infantry has been undera 
fire of criticism ever since it came to Fort 
Sheridan. The first bit of trouble that be- 
came known outside of post circles was when 
an alleged altercation took place between 
Capt. Hedberg and two enlisted men who re- 
fused to salute him properly. This affair, 
afterward sifted of exaggeration, showed that 
the enlisted men were partly in the wrong. 


.Then came the story that Capt. Hedberg had 


ordered in arrest two enlisted men who had 
saved him from drowning because they had 
not saved him in accordance with his orders 
delivered while drowning. The. men con- 
cerned afterward said that Capt. Hedberg was 
in no way responsible for the order for which 
he was blamed. 


Canteen Causes Dissensions. 


The canteen at Fort Sheridan, a place 
where the men could buy beer and could have 
the accruing profit go to their mess account, 
was a cause of recent trouble. Capt. Staf- 
ford was in charge of the canteen. He intro- 
duced a check system that was supposed to 
check any possible leak either of fands or 
beer. Then came the visit of Col. Burton of 
the Inspector-General’s department, and the 
‘bartender and the non-commissioned officer 
in charge have been changed, and the men 
say now that the profft to the mess from: the 
canteen have increased more “than 50 per 
cent, 

There was trouble with the mess at Fort 
Sheridan. The mea who had served on the 
frontier and were accustomed to the company’ 
messes did not like the change to stearn- 
cooked food and a mess comprising 500 men, 
Complaint reached Col. Crofton, who relieved 
the officer in charge of the consolidated mess, 
and appointed Lieut. B. C. Welch to care for 
the men’s food, Complaint for e time ceased. 
Welch did what he could with the funds at his 
command, the men were satisfied apparently, 
and then on the heel of Col. Burton’s inspec- 
tion—though not connected with it—came 
Lieut. Welch’s request for relief from charge 
of the mess. This was granted. 

The Killing at the Fort. 


Capt. Hedberg was shot and killed at Fort 
Sheridan by Lieut. Maney Oct. 31 last. Peo- 
ple thought that Lieut. Maney after tne kili- 
ing was shown unusual leniency by the Colonel 
commanding. Maney was placed in arrest. 
but was not confined before his first hearing 
in the United States court. Since then he has 
been put under bonds of $15,000 to await 
trial. There are not lacking people who say 
that the consideration shown Maney is due to 
the liking in which heis held by the officers 
of his regiment and the dislike felt by the 
same officers to the man he killed. 

Col, R. E, A, Crofton, commanding officer 
of the Fifteenth, said last night: 

“If the order from Washington relieving 
the Fifteenth Regiment is authentic it is un- 
justiduble unless strong reasons at present 
unknown to me are given. QOur time here 
will not be out for a year. This post has 
been well conducted and there is not a better 
driiled regiment in the service than the Fif. 
teenth. Ido not believe we are to be ordered 
away. Common courtesy . would demand 
that I should be told of such a 
contemplated move. So far asthe Hedberg. 
Maney shooting is concerned I did all a com- 
manding officer could in the case. I knew 
absolutely nothing of the quarrel and the 
shooting was a shock, I want justice done; 
nothing else. If my regiment is to go to 
Fort Russell it will go there without com. 
plaint on my part, but if it goes as a punish- 
ment the punishment will be for some act not 
com mitted.”’ 

The junior officers at Fort Sheridan seem 
to care but little about the transfer. Fort 
Sheridan, they say, is an expensive post be. 
cause the quarters are built for men who have 
plenty of money to maintain them. At Rus- 
sel the quarters are smaller and cheaper. 

The enlisted men at Sheridan—that is 
those who are not married—say that a change 
is what they want. “ Because the farther 
from civilization the better the chance for 
action and the better the chance to save 


money.” 


EX-MAYOR OF ST. LOUIS, MO., ARRESTED. 


Iudicted with His Son and Grandson for 
Defrauding a Texas Bink. 

St. Lovis, Mo., March 13.—[Special.]— 
James H. Britton, ex-Mayor of St. Louis and 
formerly President of the defunct State Na. 
tional Bank of this city, was arrested last 
night upon a charge of aiding and abetting 
his son in the embezzlement of $2,412 from 
the First National Bank of Vernon, Tex. He 
was held in custody all night. He was in- 
dicted for the crime with which he is charged 
by the grand jury at Dallas, Tex. Anuther 
indictment of the same nature was returned 
at the same time and placed against his son 
Col. Alfred M. Britton, President of the First 
National Bunk of Vernon. and his grandson.

Inpranapo.is, Ind., March 18.—[Special.]— 
Agents fora number of Chicago people who 
own vast tracts of marsh land on the Kanka- 
kee in this State have been quietly making an 
attempt to raise a fund of $500,000 for the 
purpose of draining the Kankakee swamps 
and making over 400,000 acres now under 
water almost the year round availablg for cul- 
tivation. All told it is said not fess than 
1,000,000 acres will be benefited. 

The removai of the great Momence rock in 
the Kankakee River, for which work the In- 


produced such beneficial results that the 
marsh land owners are more than ever enthu- 
silastic over their scheme to redeem that great 
stretch of country in Northern Indiana. The 
State Land office thére has no correct record 
of how much land there is which can be 
brought into cultivation. A Chicago man 
owns 50.000 acres of this land, another at 
Crown Point has 25,000 acres, and other 
persons and estates own tracts of from 1,000 
to 40,000 acres. These large land-owners 
are the most interested in reclaiming the land. 
Todothe work would require, according to 
the estimate, #500,000. 

The plan is to straighten the Kankakee 
River from English Lake, Itid., to Momence, 
lil., embracing the swamps of Lake, Porter, 
Newton, and Jasper Counties. The present 
channel of the river is nearly 150 miles long. 
The change would reduce it to sixty-five 
miles. The Kankakee River has its origin in 
the marshes southeast of South Bend, and un- 
til itreaches Momence its course is through a 
valley of marshy or submerged land from ten 
to twenty miles wide. When the spring rains 
come it is not unusual for the river to spread 
over the entire valley, rendering it valueless 
saveas a haunt for wild ducks and geese, 
which are sought by many hunters in the 
shooting season. For about six months in the 
year abeut 400,000 acres of this land is little 
better than a Jake. 

The movement to drain the land meets with 
objection from land-owners along the Lower 
Kankakee. The crooked course of the upper 
river and the larger area over which the 
waters spread has caused an even flow of 
water in the lower portion of the stream 
nearly the entire year. The swamps serve as 
reservoirs for feeding the river in the surm- 
mer and to hold the rains of spring. It is 
thought by the Illinois .land-holders that the 
improvements would turn the Indiana water 
onto them, causing as much damage in Iili- 
nois as benefit in this State. 


RAPID PROGRESS IN ROSTER CASE, 


Plaintiffs Will Probably Finish Their Ev- 
idence at Madison Today. 

Mapison, Wis., March 13.—[Special.|— 
Today marked rapid advancement in the trial 
of the Roster contract ‘case. The examina- 
tion of George Raymer, one of the firm which 
holds the State printing contract, was con- 
cluded; the examination ot Plaintiff Robert 
Dow was completed, as was that of E. F.

No new facts were developed by Raymer or 
Dow. They corroborated the evidence given 
by McFail and George Dow in all important 
matters in negotiations for secret contract 
and securing legal opinions of defendants 
Bashford and O’Copner. Dow testified that 
when he cailed on Gov. Peck and told him 
Clark had repaid $5,000 ot the $20,000 paid 
on the contract the Governor expressed grati- 
fication and followed the witness to the door 
and said he was anxious to have the matter 
settled and get the papers in the deal back. 

E. F. Gibbs testified to furnishing an esti- 
mate of the cost of printing 25,000 rosters at 
$28,000, and never figured on any other 
num ber. 

The deposition of ex-Private Secretary 
Clark, taken as an adverse witness, was then 
read in part by the prosecution. The main 
points of this affidavit were published at the 
time the deposition was taken. 

C. A. Vanvelzer, Protessor of Mathematics 
in the University of Wisconsin and a member 
of the firm of Tracy, Gibbs & Co., was next 
calied as a witness for the prosecution. He 
was present at several meetings during the 
negotiation of his fiem and the Dows for the 
roster contract and told substantially the 
same stery as the plaintiffs who had already 
testified concerning then. 

A bit of new testimony was brought out 
during the direct examination. Prof, Van- 
velzer said that some time after Col. Clark 
had paid them back $5,000 of the $20,000 
he had secured from them Mr. Tracy and he 
went to Gov. Peck’s office to see what was be- 
ing done about raising money to pay back 
the rest of their money. During the inter- 
view the witness swore Gov. Peck said he 
would have an early interview with Senator 
William F. Vilas andthe Hon, E. C. Wall, 
Chairman of the Democratic State Central 
committee, and see if some means could not 
be determimed upon between them to raise 
money and fix the matter up. The Governor 
said that he was willing to pay $5,000 him- 
self to have the matter fixed up. 
This meeting was early in July, 1893. 

W. A.Tracy, head of the firm of Tracy, 
Gibbs & Co., was the next witness. He cor- 
roborated all Prof. Vanvelzer had said con- 
cerning the meetings with Gov. Peck. The 
direct examination of Mr. Tracy had not 
been completed when court adjourned, 

It is expected that the plaintiffs wiil have 
all their evidence in tomorrow and then the 
defense will move a nonsuit.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


SUBOOMMITTEE CONFERENCE TO GIVE 
000K COUNTY JURISDICTION, 


Opposing Elements Meet and Discuss the 
Situation with a View to a Satisfactory 
Com promise—The Hawkeye Insurance 
Company of Iowa Issues a Circular to 
Offset the Bad Effect of the Burlington 
Company’s FailureeThe Boylston to Re- 
insure and Retire from Business. 


The subcommittee appointed to pass upon 
the question of placing Cook County under 
the jurisdiction uf the Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion met yesterday morning, and was in Bes- 
sion for an hour and a half. The representa- 
tion was good, As the committee was made 
up, however, of opposing elements there was 
some difference of opinion. Each member 
stated his views, and at the conclusion of the 
conference the situation was reported hope- 
ful. It was not expected that much would 
be accomplished at the first meeting. As in- 
dicated the committee is composed of repre- 
sentative opposing elements, and it was 
thought that if these could agree the way 
would be made easier for aftirmative action 
by the association. Yesterday’s meeting 
gave each member of the subcommittee an 
opportunity to see how the others felt, and to 
form a basis for a final compromise. 


REACTS ON OTHER COMPANIES. 


Failure of the Burlington Causes Distrust 
of Local Iowa Companies. 

Much perturbation among Iowa insurance 
companies has been caused by the recent 
failure of the Burlington. ‘Since that concern 
went under it seems that other local com- 
panies have suffered in prestige and business. 
The situation has become so pronounced that 
the Hawkeye of Des Moines has issued a cir- 
cular of assurance to its agents. The Hawk- 
eye people declare that outside companies 
have taken advantage of the alarm occasioned 
by the failure of the Burlington to poison the 
minds of the public against lowa companies; 
pointing to the many millions of assets 
represented by them, not mentioni the 
many millions of their liabilities. The Hawk- 
eye has ranked in the past as a good small 
company. In its circular it says: 

The collapse of the Burlington Insurance com- 
pany is the inevitable resuit of extending busi- 
ness into fields found to be unprofitable by other 
companies, and writing business for less than it 
is worth. An honestly managed insuranee com- 
pany was never known to succumb because of ob- 
taining an adequate price for its wares, while a 
company —e be honestly manages and still go 
down beneath a business secured at inadequate 
rates. There is no occasion for alarm. Iowa in- 
surance companies are asarule equal in stabil- 
ity to non-lowa companies, and no doubt will 
profit by the experience of the Burlington. It 
will strengthen rather than weaken them, as it 
will be an incentive to acloser scrutiny of busi- 
ness offered and a reminder t good insurance 
and inadequate rates are inconsistent. Donot al- 
low your good judgment to be warped by those 
who are seeking to injure the good name of Iowa 
companies. 


Decides the Reinsurance Tax Case.’ 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 13.—[Special.]— 
Counsel for the Lumberman’s Insurance company 
of Philadelphia Jast week asked the Attorney- 
General to allow insurance companies of other 
States a rebate for taxes paid for reinsurance, as 
the poentiee prevailing in Pennsylvania was prac- 
tically double taxation, and because companies 
of this State have like burdens placed on them in 
other Commonwealths. Today the Deputy Attor- 
dey-General decided that foreign insurance com- 
panies doing business in this State are entitled 
to deductions from the tax on their gross pre- 
miums, but are not entitled to a deduction for 
the amounts ived for reinsurances. 


Library Card System Favored. 
The Finance committee of the Underwriters’ 
Association met yesterday afternoon and consid- 
ered the question of adopting the library card 
system of publishing rates. Since the announce- 
ment made a few days ago to the effect that the 
card system was to be adopted several local firms 
desired to make bids. None of them, however, 
offered anything that was satisfactory to the 
committee. It was announced that the commit- 
tee would probably recommend the adoption of 
the system at the next meg ting of the association. 


Association Books Found Correct. 

Some time ago experts were put to work on the 
books of the Secretary and Treasurer of the Un- 
derwriters’ Association. In the movement for re- 
trenchment of expenses and general economy the 
board desired to learn just how its books stood. 
The result was that at yesterday's moots of the 
Finance committee the annual reports of Secre- 
tary Trimmingham and Treasurer Ullman were 
approved. The committee found everything cor-

City Railway Insurance Placed. 
Charles W. Drew & Co. yesterday placed the 
insurance for the Chicago City railway company.

Try to Settle Rate Wars. : 


In order to preserve equality of St. Louis 
as against Chicago the lines running west 
from St. Louis reduced passenger rates to 
Missouri River points yesterday... The rates 
from St. Louis will be $6 to Kansas City, 
$6.75 to Leavenworth, $7.15 to Atehison 
and St. Joseph, and $10 to Council Bluffs 
and Omaha. All the roadsrunning west from 
Chicago have adopted the $10 rate to Kan- 
das City, Leavenworth, Atchison, and St. 
Joseph and it will be put in effect tomorrow, 
No reduction will be made for the present, 
however, from Chicago to Omaha. The rates 
from Chicago to Omaha locally will remain 
at $12.50, but the $10 rate will be applied 
on through tickets to California, so as to make 
the through rate via Kansas City the same as 
via Omaha. , 

General Passenger Agent Sebastian of the 
Rock Island telegraphs from San Francisco 
that he has made a personal investigation of 
the situation and finds that the brokers at San 
Franeisco and Los Angeles are stocked up 
with Union Pacific tickets which are being 
sveld at $18 to the Missouri River from those 
points, while the regular rate is $20. The 
scalpers are *enabled to make the cut in 
rates by the exorbitant commissions they re- 
ceive from the Union Pacific. Mr. Sebastian 
says the action of the Union Pacific is de- 
moralizing in the extreme and must be check- 
mated. He therefore gives notice that the 
Rock Island will meet any rates made by the 
Union Pacific. General Passenger Agent Lo- 
max of the Union Pacific denies that he is de- 
moralizing ratesor paying commissions to 
brokers, but appearances are certainly against 
the Union Pacifig, as tickets can be bought in 
Chicago as well as at San Francisco and Los 
Angeles at cut rates from brokers over the 
Union Pacific and Northwestern roads, 

There are no new developments in the 
Southern Pacific-Santa Fé fight, but it is gen- 
erally understood that a truce between two 
companies has been agreed upon. Passenger 
Traftic Manager White of the Santa Fé is ex- 
pected to return from New York today and 
the basia of the arrangement with the South- 
ern Pacific will then come to light. Itis un- 
derstood that rates between the Missouri River 
and California points will be restored to the 
basis in effect prior to March 1. But the re- 
duced rate between Chicago.and Missouri 
River points will no doubt remain in effect fer 
some time to come,

that lig Lame Explanations, 

Chairman Voorhees and Mr. Ve&t have both 
given out interviews explaining that all the 
bill does is to destroy the power of the Presi- 
dent to negotiate new treaties and to retaliate 
against the countries which have not made 
ereeny, westies with the United States. 
That is, yti, Colombia, and Venezuela, 

which have had the retaliatory duty against 
coffee and sugar enforced because they would 
not grant concessions to the United States, 
would no longer be discriminated against, 
but the treaties with Spain, German@, and the 
South American countries will continue in 
’ gorce. Under this construction the countries 
which granted concessions would be better 
off than those which refused, because their 
coffee and sugar would come in free. No 
objections can be taken to that interpreta- 
tion if it is upheld. In _ support of 
this position Chairman Voorhees cites the 
clause specifically repealing the reciprocity 
treaty with Hawaii; and says that if they had 
intended to abrogate the Cuban and the Ger- 
man treaties similar clauses would have been 
inserted. It may be said, in passing, that the 
. proposition to terminate the Hawaiian treaty 
. will probably be beaten in the Senate, but 
that is not the point under consideration now. 
As long as the reciprocity treaties now in ex- 
istence are not abrogated, sugar will contin- 
ve to come in free of duty from Cuba, Ger- 
many, Brazil, San Domingo,’ the British 
posessions, and all other sugar-producing 
countries which entered into treaties under 
the reciprocity provisions of the McKinley 
law. So long as those treaties are in exist- 
ence, therefore, no duty ptaced upon sugar by 
a general law will prevent the free importa- 
tion of sugar. 
No Protection for Louisiana. 


If Voorhees and Vest are correct the Louisi- 
ana planters get practically no protection for 
their sugar, because the duty of-one cent a 

would not apply to sugar imported 
m Cuba and Puerto Rico, or to German 
beet sugar. Instead of a revenue of $40,- 
000,000 from the sugar duty there might be 
$6,000,000 or $7,000,000, or perhaps noth- 
ingatall. Inasmuch as the majority in the 
Finance committee estimate $40,000,000 
from sugar, when they made up that estimate 
they thought that the tax would be collected 
on all sugars imported, whether from Cuba, 
Germany, or elsewhere. Now they turn 
around and say that these sugar-producing 
countries will not be affected. They don’t 
mean that, but they have got tangled up so 
badly they don’t know what they do mean. 
The Louisianians, however, have a very 
clear understanding of the situation. They 
dv not intend to take any chances. 
They will insist.- on a definite 
provision repealing all the reciprocity trea- 
ties. Then they wiil know that they are going 
to have protection to the extent of one cent 
a pound on allsugars. When this is done 
Spain will naturally withdraw the concessions 
given to American products in Cuba and 
Porto Rico; Germany will do the same for 
itself; and when the Western farmer finds 
that the market for wheat and breadstutfs 
and pork is still further limited, while his 
} Sugar is costing him more, he wili be in a 
position to appreciate the value of Demo- 
cratic tariff smashing. 


Cigar and Tobacco Blunders. 


Next to sugar and reciprocity the worst 
mistake the majority in the Finance commit- 
tee made was in regard to cigars and tobacco. 
They have heavily increased the internal rev- 
enue tax, raising it from $3 to $5 a thousand, 
while at the same time they have cut down 
the import duty on cigars. This is another 
illustration of taxing the raw material 

tr than the manufactured product, for 

the internal revenue tax operates as a 
tax on the raw material. The domestic man- 
ufacturers are compelled to pay the higher 
rate, while their foreign competitors have the 
benefit of the lower duty. The cigar trade all 
over the country is in arms over this discrim- 
ination, which, if carried out, will pretty near 
destroy that industry. The workingmen are 
in entire accord with the manufacturers on 
this point. No explanation can be got from 
the majority of the Finance committee of the 
grounds on which the change was based, but 
renga the blunder, is admitted to have 
due more to ignorance than anything 

else. In view of the vigorous protests the Fi- 
mance committee will probably modify the 
; schedule, but pride of opinion will keep 
it from giving it all that is due to the cigar- 

makers and the manufacturers.

DESIRE RECIPRUCITY WITH HAWAIL 


Strong Opposition to Be Made to the Dem- 
ocratic Abrogation Scheme. 

Wasuineron, D. C., March 13.—The indica- 
tions point to a spirited debate in the Senate 
over the clause in the Senate tariff bill in- 
serted by the Finance committee providing 
for the abrogation of the Hawaiian reciprocity 
treaty of 1875. This treaty provides for a 
general exchange of the products of the two 
countries free of duty. It also containsa 
provision that no other foreign government 
than this shall acquire title toany port or 
harbor in the Hawaiian Islands. There are a 
number of Senators on the Democratic side 
who will object to the clause, and it is believed 
the Republicans will be solid in opposi- 
tion. Already objectaon is heard not only 
because the termination of the treaty would 
deprive this country of valuable prerogatives 
in the islands, but because also of the fact that 
the action contemplated would be a serious 
blow to the sugar planters of the islands, 
whose business, it is contended, is dependent 
absolutely upon maintaining free commercial 
intercourse with the United States. The clause 
was inserted as a concession to the sugar 
trust, whose friends in the Senate will exert 
their influence to have it retained, Durmg 
1893 288,817,929 pounds of sugar and 67,- 
324 gailons of molasses were imported from 
Hawaii. These importations at the lowest 
rates fixed by the Senate bill would, if the 
treaty should be abrogated, bring a revenue to 
the Treasury amounting to $2,886,825. 


Cigar Manufacturers Protest. 


WASHINGTON, D.C.. March 13.—Cigar manu- 
facturers assembled in National convention at 
the Shoreham Hotel today for the purpose of 
forming a permanent organization, and also to 
protest against the increase of the internal rev- 
enue tax on cigars from $3 to $5 a thousand. It 
was arzued that the contemplated increase in the 
tax would result either in increasing the cost of 
cigars to the consumers orin a radical decrease 
in wages of the 500,000 employés in the country. 
The organization will be known as the “ National 
Association of Cigarmakers.’’

John Wesley threw two bottlés of * bitters ”’ 
through a glass partition in Drugglist Elich’s 
store, No. 619 Davis street, Evanston, yester- 
day morning. Mr. Wesley keeps a crockery 
store at No. 428 Davis street. 

His wife, he says, has developed an ex- 
tradédrdinary fondness recently for a brand of 
bitters keptin stock by Druggist Elich, and 
which is said to have been prepared from a 
physician’s prescription. Mr. Wesiey thinks 
that the bitters contain something beside 
iron and Peruvian bark, and says that 
Druggist Elich is domg nothing more nor 
less than violating some of the provisions of 
the four-mile limit law. The bitters gained 
such a hold upon the affections of Mrs. Wes- 
ley, her husband avers, that he finally refused 
to give her money to purchase them, but Mrs. 
Wesley, he says, took a quantity of jewelry 
to the druggist, who accepted it in payment 
for a couple ‘of bottles of tonic. Yesterday 
Mr. Wesley found the bottles hid away in his 
wife’s room. Ttking them under his arm, he 
marched down to the drug store and de- 
manded an explanation from the druggist. 

‘* Why do you contirue to sell this stuff to 
my wite,”’ said the irate Englishman: 

‘*Thatis none of your affair,” said the 
druggist, as he continued to measure out a 
prescription.

ALDRICH IS ZEALOUS. 


ELQQUENT ARGUMENT FOR IMPROV- 
ING THE OHIOAGO RIVER. 


He Shows the Necessity of a Sixteen-Foot 
Channel and a Resurvey of the Dock 
Lines= Why the Government Should 
Assume Jurisdiction Over the Stream=— 
Pleas Also Made for the Calumet and 
South Chicago—Hatch and His Option 
Bill. | 


Wasnineton, D. C., March 13.—[Special.] 
—Representative Aldrith appeared before the 
House Committee on Rivers and Harbors to- 
day and put in some good work in behalf of 
the Chicago River. He had just presented, 
in conjunction with Congressman Hammond 
of Indiana, the needs of the Calumet, making 
astrong plea for an outer harbor at South 
Chicago for the protection in time of storms 
of the large and increasing number of vessels 
doing business at that port. The Calumet 
River matter was thoroughly gone over by 
Messrs, Aldrich and Hammond, and an even 
chance exists that a reasonable appropriation 
will be made for the continuation of the work. 

Mr. Aldrich was then accorded a hearing in 
behalf of the Chicago River improvements. 
He reiterated briefly the statements which he 
had previously made concerning the enor- 
mous tonnage of business done in this stream 
and its importance asa commercial highway 
and then Jaunched into a detailea state- 
ment of the ills which had beset 
the marine interests in Chicago for years past, 
and the difficulties under which shippers la- 
bored in trying todo business at that port. 
He spoke of the embarrassments in the way 
of securing relief through local legislation 
because of the indifference of the average 
Alderman. He told of the encroachments 
upon the channel that have been going on for 
many years under the very noses of the local 
authorities thereby private dock-owners were 
constantly trespassing upon the channel for 
their own aggrandizement, and wound wp 
with an earnest appeal to the committee to 
come to the relief of the shipping interests by 
taking positive jurisdiction over the river; by 
making an appropriation for a survey to re- 
establish the dock lines, and a reasonable ap- 
propriation for beginning the work of extend- 
ing a sixteen-foot channel to the Stock-Yards 
and to Belmont avenue, } 

The question of the deposits from sewers 
coming up Mr. Aldrich conceded that so long 
asthe river was likely to require dredging 
from this source of pollution, and until the 
drainage facilities were improved Chicago 
would be obliged to take care of this matter 
herself. He statetl that it was good policy to 
do this in view of Capt. Marshall's strictures 
in the premises. 

Répresentative Stephenson of Michigan, 
one of the oldest Repubiican members of the 
River and Harbor committee, stated this 
evening that Mr. Aldrich not only madea 
good impression before the committee, but 
certainly removed any doubts which may 
have existed concernmg the latter's interest 
in the Chicago River, notwithstanding his 
zealin behalf of the proposed Calumet im- 
provement. 


FAVORS LEGITIMATE SPECULATION, 
Hatch Says His Bill Is Not Aimed at 
Regular Business Transactions. 

Wasuineton, D.C., March 13.—[Special.] 
—‘** Misrepresentations as to the matters of 
fact and misrepresentations of myself,’’ re- 
marked Farmer Hatch, “* will not defeat the 
pending anti-option proposition, and the 
sooner this is understood the better for all 
parties interested. There is no intention on 
the part of the committee of which I am the 
Chairman to discriminate in any manner by 
taxation, stamps, or otherwise against any 
legitimate speculation, and it has been my 
earnest desire to impress this fact upon all 
beards of trade and other business repre- 
sentatives who have been accorded hearings.

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL IS DISCUSSED. 


Cannon of Danville Finds Another 
Occasion to’ Distinguish Himself.

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Attorneys for the Defense in the Pollard- 
Breckinridge Case Warned Not to 
Come into the Court with ArmseThey 
Go Unpunished for Their Pugilistic 
Outbreak=Witnesses Who Remember 
Miss Pollard in Cineinnati in a Vague 
Way~—Her Present to a Convent. 


Wasuineton, D. C., March 13.—[Special. ] 
~Judge Bradley was today cailed upon not 
only to administer a severe reprimand to the 
defendant’s counsel in the Pollard-Breckin- 
ridge trial for their actions in assaulting the 
plaintiff's counsel yesterday but to admonish 
the representatives of the Kentucky statesunan 
that they must not bring arms into the court- 
room. This precipitated a disclaimer from 
all the counsel present, who rose separately 
and singly and declared upon their honor as 
gentlemen that they had not brought their 
“shooting irons’’ into court. Information to 
this effect had been conveyed to the J udge, 
who expressed his gratification that the story 
was not based on a firm foundation. After 
the Judge had referred in pretty severe terms 
to the disgraceful episode of yesterday the 
court and jury gave their attention to hearing 
read depositions taken by the plaintiff’s at- 
torneys, 

Miss Poliard was not in the court-room _to- 
day, being still indisposed from the effects of 
yesterday’s prostration, and, besides, her 
presence is not necessary until she is called to 
the witness stand in her own behalf. There 
was a big crowd about the approaches to the 
court-room and despite the orders of the 
court several women pleaded for admittance 
as though they were being deprived of some- 
thing that they would regret, but the court 
officers were obdurate, and it was strictly a 
stag party in the court-room. 

Lawyers Must Not Come Armed. 

Col. Breckinridge, smiling as usual, was 
shaking hands with his cousin, Gen. Joseph 
Breckinridge, when Judge Bradley took his 
seaton the bench. Impressive silence fol- 
lowed the roll-call of jurors, the Judge seem- 
ing to wait for explanations from the lawyers. 
Then he said: “I notice the papers have 
laid out a course of procedure for me 
to, follow regardimg an occurrence just 
outside the co urt-room after the 
court had adjourned yesterday evening, 
which the court did not see, and which the 
parties concerned probably regret as much as 
the court does. Itis not a matter of which 
the court can take judicial notice. As it was 
past the hour for adjournment when the 
plaintiff’s counsel had finished speaking last 
night, and as I noticed some. evidences of ex- 
citement on the part of the defendant’s coun- 
sel, I thought it best to adjourn the court, 
thinking that after a night of thought over 
the connection in which certain words had 
been used the counsel might look upon them 
differently. Had the trouble referred to tak- 
en place in court it would have been the duty 
of the court to take judicial notice of it and 
he would have done so promptly.”’ 

Then, after a brief pause, Judge Bradley 
proceeded:, **‘ There is another matter about 
which I deem it my duty tespeak. The court 

has received information that some of the 
gentlemen representing the defendant have 
come into the court-room armed. There isa 
law for the punishment of the offense of car- 
rying concealed weapons, not as stringent as 
I wish it was. This is a law-abiding com- 
munity, the courts are adequate to protect 
citizens, and, as such conduct is uncalled for, 
it is most reprehensive. If the court has in- 
formation adequate he will see that prosecu- 
= is begun in the police; court of the Dis- 
trict. 

Here Mr. Butterworth rose, say'ng that he 
had never carried a weapon and thought the 
counsel should be given an opportunity to 
enter disclaimers, as he would regret the oc- 
currence of such a breach of order as much 
as the court. 

Mr.. Sheiby, Col. Brecsinridge’s partner, 
said he had never carried a weapon in his life. 
Mr. McKenney followed with a similar state- 
ment. Mr. Stoll declared that he had never 
entered the presence of a court armed, and 
then Mr. Thompson remarked: ** As I am the 
only one left I will enter a disclaimer also.”’ 

Mr. Carlisle rose to say that he wished it 
understood that the information had not 
come from any of the plaintiff's counsel, to 
which Judge Bradley assented, remarking 
that it had been made to him by reputable 
parties. . 
Each Side Wins a Point. 

The belligerent episode having thus been 
closed Attorney Stoll for the defense asked to 
be permitted an argument in support of his 
motion to suppress the depositions taken the 
day before the trial, when Judge Bradley in- 
terposed: “I hardly think it necessary, as 
the Court was about to decide in your favor.” 

The Judge excluded the depositions on the 
ground that they did not conform to the law; 
that they must either be written by the de- 
ponent or by the notary before whom they 
were taken, and these were written afterwards 
by a typewriter. An exception to the ruling 
was taken for the plaintiff. 

Another deposition, that of Mrs. Mary 
Logan, taken before Notary Lowry Jackson 
in Cincinnati, was offered for the plaintiff and 
objected to by the defendant. In the argu- 
ment following it developed that this testi- 
mony was concerning the birth of Miss 
Pollard’s first child. Attorney Carlisle ad- 
mitted that the identification of Miss Pollard 
e the witness was not complete, but com- 

plained of the manner and length of the 
cross-examination of Mrs. Logan, who had 
herself protested against it as persecution. 

Judge Bradley decided that since more than 
a day had been consumed in the cross-exam- 
ination of Mre. Logan the rights of the de- 
fendant had been preserved, and he admitted 
the deposition, the defense noting an excep- 
tion. 

Mrs. Mary Logan is a Cincinnati physician, 
as appeared from the deposition read by Mr. 
Carlisle. She had in 1884 treated a young 
girl about to be confined who gave the name 
of Monica Burgoyne, saying that her friends 
called her ** Mona,”’ and the witness said that 
Miss Pollard, who was then in the notary’s 
office, bore some resemblance to her, al- 
though she had doubtless changed. It was 
the young woman’s first child, and she had 
represented that her husband had died or 
there were family reasons for keeping the 
birth a secret. 

Not a Positive Identification. 


At thesuggestion of Dr. Logan, Miss Pollard 
had gone rns her confinement to the Catholit 
Sisters on the Reading road, three or four 
miles from Cincinnati. There the physician 
had made two or three calis, although the 
young woman was under the charge of the 
physicians of the institution. Four or five 
months afterwards “Mrs. Burgoyne” had 
been taken to the house of Drs. Perry 
Buchanan, where she passed under another 
name, which the witness could not remember. 
If Miss Pollard was the person the doctor 
could not identify her certainly, saying: 
“ She has changed greatly if itis her. it has 
been several years since I saw her. This 
lady’s figure is thinner, her hair is different, 
and she has changed in many ways. I am 
positive that the young woman wore spec- 
tacles.”’ 

The cross-examination was read by Mr. 
Butterworth. The witness was certain that 
the young woman‘had not passed under the 
name of Louise Wilson. 

The reading of the deposition was tedious, 
taking more than two hours, and served to 
empty the court of a majority of spectators, 
and wae not concluded until efter the noon 
recess. 

The people who had deserted the court be- 
gan to pour back at 2:30, when the plaintiff's 
counsel varied the monotony by calling a 
witness. The door between the jury Dox and 
the Judge opened to admit two sisters of a 
Cathotic society attired in the black bonnets 
and gowns of their order. — One of them seat- 
ed herself beside Mr. Carlisle, while the other 
took the chair in the witness box, looking 
very pale and troubled at her unusual posi- 
tion.

THE NEW GAS ORDINANCE. 

At the méeting of the Council night before 
last Mike Ryan, whose Aldermanic reputation 
is not that of a saint, introduced an ordinance 
authorizing the Mutual Fuel Gas couipany of 
Hyde Park to lay its mains throughout Chi- 
cago. Ryan had charge of the Watson-Met- 
ropolitan ordinance when it was put through 
the Council and when the attempt was made 
to pass it over the Mayor’s veto. On him fell, 
therefore, a full share of the public indigna- 
tion over the effort to pass that shameless 
measure, which had not one avowed defender 
in the city except on the floor of the Council 
chamber. He read with pride, considering it 
as a vindication of his conduct, a letter from 
some of the persons interested in the Hyde 
Park company asking him to introduce this 
new ordinance, and saying also: 

We have had it drawn to meet the pupular re- 
quirements of a gas ordinanc8’ as evidenced by 
the press and the Mayor's message, and have 
gone as far in that direction as legitimate busi- 
ness will stand, .Our company, as you know, is 
composed of Chicago men who we believe have 
the confidence of the entire community. We 
trust yourself and colleagues will see your way 
clear to advocate and support the passage of this 
ordinance. 

That a majority of Mr. Ryan’s colleagues 


will ** see their way clear to advocate and sup- 
port’ this ordinance is by no moque im prob- 
able. Having ‘‘ seen their way ‘clear,’ for 
reasous which may not bear the light of day, 
to vote for the Metropolitan ordinance, it is 
not.likely that they will gag over a less of- 
fensive one. The “ advocavy and support ”’ 
of some Aldermen is a commodity which is 
for sale in the market and can be had at 
any time by the highest bidder. 

Are Aldermen guing to vote for this new 
ordinance simply because the corporation 
which asks for it, ‘‘as you know, is composed 
of Chicago men who we believe have the 
contidence of the entire community”? Have 
they that confidence, if Mike Ryan tells the 
truth? He stated at the Council meeting that 
the men who are backing the new Mutual 
Fuel Gas ordinance are the ones who were be- 
hind the Watson-Metropolitan ordinance 
which was killed by the Mayor’s veto. Is. 
that the case? The people of Chicago had no 
confidence in the Metropolitan ordinance or 
the anonymities who stood behind it. They 
would not have approved of that measure if 
Raphael,-Gabriel, and Michael—not Ryan, 
but the archangel—had been its sponsors. 
They will not change their opinion of that 
dead ordinance now, even if they are solemn- 
ly assured that Ryan’s statement is correct. 

If it be true that the men who tried to get 
from the city the unlimited privileges grant- 
ed vy the vetced ordinance are the ones who 
are asking for the passage of the Mutual Fue, 
Gas ordinance, then the citizens have not such 
unbounded confidence in them as to take it 
for granted that their word is as good as a 
bond, and that it is certain that no franchise 
granted them can be abused. This communi- 
ty has no implicit confidence in any set of 
men who tried to get from the city, without 
an equivalent, the valuable franchises which 
the Metropolitan ordinance sought to give. 

And if that set of men did have formerly that 
unquestioning confidence they cannot regain 
it until they have beat their breasts repent- 
antly, have cried out ‘‘mea culpa, mea 
maxima culpa,” and have brought forth fruits 
meet for repentance. 

Ifthe backers of the Metropolitan meas ure 
are the backers of the new one the question is 
whether theirordinance abounds with that 
kind of fruit, and whether, as it is alleged. ‘it 
** meets the popular requirements of a gas or- 
dinanceas evidenced by the press and the 
Mayor’s message.» It is certainly an im- 
provement on the vetoed one, but it is not re- 
sponsive fully to the demandsof the press or 
the Mayor. It allows the company to charge 
for fifty years private consumers a dollar net 
for gaz, while it is to be furnished to the city 
at 75 cents, 

The demand of the Mayor and the press is 
for gas for private consumers for less than a 
dollar. It has been shown that a company 
not overcapitalized and not having to pay 
dividends on watered stock can sell gas for 
75 or 80 cents and makea fair profit. Why 
then grant to citizens, no matter how promi- 
nent they may be, the right4to demand a dol- 
lar? It is dangerous to grant such powers to 
saints or sinners. It is because the combined 

gas companies are charging such excegsive 
extortionate rates that Tuz Trisunz demands 
that they be dealt with with the utmost sever- 
ity of the law, and that the franchises grant- 
ed them be taken away forthwith. 


desirous to cut the ground from under the 
feet of the gas trust, will offer to sell gas for 
75 or 80 cents, give them a franchise at 
once, but do not give them one which will 
permit them to charge a quarter of a dollar a 
thousand over and above a fair price. The 
company offers to pay 3}¢ per cent of its 
gross earnings to the city. Suppose it were 
allowed to charge a dollar and its gross re- 
ceipts were a million, Then the eity would 
get $35,000. But the company would have 
collected from consumers a of a 
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million in excess of a fair price, of which 1t 
would give $35,000 to the city and keep 
$215,000 for itself. That is an expensive 
way of ruising revenue. | 

The new ordinance contains the customary 
provision that the company‘ shall enter into 
no combination, directly or indirectly, with 
any other company and shall not sell, lease, 
or transfer its plant, property rights, or 
privileges to any other gas corporation under 
penalty of forfeiture of franchises. As ex- 
perience has proved, this provision is not 
strong enough. Other ordinances had such 
provisions, and they proved worthless. The 
same men bought a controlling interest in the 
stock of every company, and while there were 
no leases or transfers there was a practical 
and effective consolidation. There should be 
a guarantee that the stock of a new company 
will not pass into the hands of stockholders of 
other companies. When that happens com- 
petition ceases forthwith. 

The great objection to the new ordinance 
from a business point of view is that the price 
is too high. Permission is asked to tear up 
the streets and interfere with traffic in order 
that this Hyde Park company may be ena- 
bled for balf a century to demand of private 
consumers over 30 per cent more for gas than 
it ought to charge. Can one be expected to 
put implicit confidence in persons who ask 
for authority to collecta profit which would 
satisfy a moderate pawnbroker and a con- 
scientious chattel mortgage shark? The cit- 
izens of Chicago will have confidence in peo- 
ple who will supply them with gas for some- 
thing like whatit is worth—for less than a 
dollar. Ifthe Hyde Park company will be 
satistied with 80 cents a thousand Chicagoans 
will look on it as a corporation with a soul. 
But théy are not ready to throw themselves 
into the arms of gentlemen whosay, ** The gas 
trust is fleecing you out of 40 cents on every 
thousand feet of gas you buy. We, Good 
Samaritans who have come to your relief be- 
cause we love you, will be contént if for fifty 
years you will let us fleece you out of 25 
cents, tearing up your streets in order to do 
it.’ Chicago admires neither the gas trust 
nor these philanthropists of the Hyde Park 
company. 


GLADSTONE’S PhOGRAM IMPROVED. 

Lord Rosebery fulfills the high expectations 
of his Radical supporters and admirers. He 
does not propose, as the Tories hoped and _pre- 
dicted, to take any backward step. On the con- 
trary, he will goforward. His sessional! pro- 
gram is more camprehensive than that which 
was outlined when Mr. Gladstone was Pre- 
mier, for it includes disestablishment of the 
Scotch Church, local self-government for 
Scotland, and the readjustment ot taxation in 
London on popular principles. 

It was not expected that Irish home rule 
would be dealt with this session. It was not 
deemed necessary or appropriate therefore to 
refer to it in the ** Queen’s speech,”’ but it is 
not to be lost sight of by any means. The 
new Premier's statement concerning the sub- 
ject at the Foreign Office Monday is satisfac- 
tory in that respect to all the real friends of 
Ireland. Raven Harrington had to have his 
croak about it, and Lord Salisbury is spoiling 
for another fight on that issue, knowing full 
well that he can appeal to the prejudices of 
the British Peers on that score more success- 
fully than on any other. But Rosebery is 
too good a tactician to waste time on the im- 
practicable. And until a new House of Com- 
mons is elected home rule is impossible. He 
will insist that the Peers shall go on record 
in the meantime against popular British 
measures, so as to make them still more 
odious:to the British masses. At the same 
time he does uot abandon one jot of the 
Irish program of Mr. Gladstone. 
sonable Irish members are perfectly satis- 
fied with the assurance given them, 
Redmond and Mr. Harrmgton could not be 
satisfied. They have to pose as irreconcilables 
for the benefit of their corner-boy constit- 
uencies. One of then proposes to make the 
usual dress-parade motion about the releases 
of the dynamiters who are directed from Chi- 
cago to blow up buildingsin England in the 
name of Irish patriotism. These dress-parade 
speeches can have no possible effect, but Red- 
mond and his fellows think that it will please 
the far-off professional patriots. That is all 
he cares, 

Lord Rosebery is not deterred by his asso- 
ciations from taking up the fight against the 
House of Lords where Mr. Giadstone left it. 
He identifies himself with the challenge 
which Mr, Gladstone delivered in the House 
of Commons two weeks ago, and declares the 
House of Lords as at present constituted is 
ananomaly. Hedenie@it the right to force 
a dissolution of the elected chamber. Even 
Mr. Labouchere must be sgatistied that the 
new Premier is a thorough-going radidal and 
reformer, and the editor of Truth and his 
democratic associates must also recognize 
the force of Lord Rosebery’s plea, for that is 
what it amounts to, that ‘‘ the fact that a man 
was born in a particular position should not 
debar him from the higher opportunities of 
serving the State.’’ There is something novel 
in this plea, but there is sound logic in it also. 
It is a wider form of Mr. Labouchere’s demo- 
crg@ic doctrine applied to the circumstances 
of the present time in England. If the peas- 
ant.is not to be debarred from the Premier- 
ship why should the Peer? Rosebery makes 
distinct progress daily. 
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NEARING THE END IN BRAZIL. 

The Brazilian naval revoit against Peixoto’s 
alleged military tyranny broke out the 6th of 
last September. For over six months‘ the 
City of Rio Janeiro has been in a-state of 
si¢ge, the harbor has been partially block- 
aded, bombarding from forts and vessels has 
been kept up at intervals, and had it not been 
for the firmness of the American Admiral 
Benham foreign commerce would have been 
ruined. No special damage has occurred and 
but very few persons on either side have been 
killed, except on two occasions when vessels 
were sunk. Now, however, the naval revolt 
seems to be on its last legs. Admiral da 
Gama has offered to surrender to the Presi. 
dent of Brazil, providing he and his followers 
are guaranteed against punishment, and mean- 
while he has sought asylum on a Portuguese 
war vessel, ' 

Undoubtedly, therefore, the final settlement 
of this irritating revolt is near at hand. Indeed, 
the political situation now is such that peace 
is the only logical outcome. The cause of the 
revolution inaugurated by Admiral Mello and 
his naval associates was alleged to be the mili- 
tary tyranny of President Peixoto, It was set 

forth publicly that if Peixoto would resign 
and government militarism were abandoned 
there would be an end of the revolt. The 
conditions Gemanded by the insurgents are 
now satisfied. In the recent general election 
Sefior de Moraes was chosen Presi- 
dent by a large majority. No ques- 
tion has been made ‘of the fairness 
of his election or that he is the choice of the 
large majority of the Brazilian people. 
Sefior de Moraes is a civilian and a lawyer by 
profession.

The Republicans will hold their Aldetmanic 
primaries today. They must select good men. 
They must put on the shelf those outgoing Re- 
publican Aldermen who showed their unfit- 
ness for office by voting to pass the Metropol- 
itan Gas ordinance over the Mayor’s veto and 
by voting for other jobs.

dress in reply to the speech from the throne 
declaring in favor of the abolition of the 
House of Lords was adopted by a vote 
of 147 to 145, though the members 
of the ministry spoke in opposition to it. 
The ministerial opposition must have been 
half-hearted, dnd there is no doubt the affirm. 
ative vote was made up entirely of the sup- 
porters of the government. Mr. Labouchere 
caught the Tories and the ministerial whips 
napping. He did not spend much time de- 
bating his amendment. The Tories were not 
prepared for the sudden collapse of 
the debate, and the government whips 
could not induce the Liberal members 
to oppose the motion. That its adoption will 
strengthen the movement to end or mend the 
Lords there is no doubt. The government 
hardly willattempt to have the motion recon- 
sidered. Such a course would be unusual, in 
fact without precedent. The amendment is 
incorporated already in the address 
in reply to the Queen's speech, 
It must be taken formally as an 
instruction to the ministry of the day that the 
House of Lords is not only out of touch with 
the people but antagonistic to them. It 
amplifies the challenge of Mr. Gladstone a 
week ago last Thursday to the Tory Peers, 
and the more recent declarations of Lord 
Rosebery, Sir William Harcourt, and Mr. 
Morley. The latter stood by all those 
declarations in reply to Mr. Labouchere 
last night. But the Radical majority 
was not satisfied. .The first blow has 
been struck at the hereditary chamber. 
There fs no receding from it. Mr. La- 
bouchere is to be congratulated on his 
triumph, and the ministerialists will not 
grieve much over their formal defeat, for the 
defeat was brought about by the ardor of 
their own followers in pursuit of a policy 
which they have accepted. The vote is com- 
paratively a large oge, though of course had 
there been a full House itis quite likely Mr. 
Labouchere would not have won his victory. 

Tue Brooklyn Board of Aldermen has 
nullified the order of Mayor Schieren refusing 
to allow the Irish flag to be hoisted on the City 
Hall on St. Patrick’s day, after passing a res- 
olution characterizing the order as “a cruel 
and unpatriotic insult.”” Upon what grounds 
¢an these Irish Aldermen claim that the or- 
der was aninsult? Is the Brooklyn City Hall 
an Irish hall? Is the government of that city 
Irish or American? sit not asking a little 
too much of the American people that they 
shall give their consent to foreign flags on 
American public buildings—for if the Irish 
flag has a right there then no argument can 
be made hgainst the English, the German, or 
any other flag? Is it not an insult to the 
American people to charge them with being 
unpatriotic to Ireland? The American flag 
is good enough for American public build- 
ings, and it is the only flag that belongs there. 
No objection can be offered fo the Irish flag 
on private buildings or in processions. The 
Irish Aldermen of Brooklyn are lacking in 
respect for the American flag and are them- 
selves wanting in patriotism. Mayor 
Schieren was right in the position he took 
and every patriotic Irishman will indorse it. 
The men who voted him down are not good 
citizens. Meanwhile all patriotic Americans 
will commend Mayor Schieren, himself a 
naturalized American, for his loyalty to “Old 
Glory.”’

Something for Workmen to Consider. 


It has long been our boast that America was 
able to produce better results in the technical 
field than those due to any other nation; even 
where hand work is concerned this is believed 
to hold true in many respects. If itis simply a 
question of adhering to tradition and of re- 
producing the products originated -by past 
generations, the foreign workman may equal or 
surpass the American. But it has long been re- 
marked that where originality and an ability of 
thinking and working on independent lines is in- 
volved, the foreign highly specialized workman 
yields to the more independent American me- 
chanic, as to one less hampered by tradition. 
Thus we find our country abounding in self-made 
men who began at the lathe and bench and 
now own andconduct great factories. Their in- 
dependent habits of thought have. opened for 
them their careers, 

Inventiveness, the great American characteris- 
tic, has had much to do with this state of affairs. 
The constant striving after invention, the in- 
troduction of ingenious machines and labor-sav- 
ing processes, has relegated the old-country 
machine-like workman to the past. His work is 
done here by machinery, and those who attend 
the machines may be destined to be the inventors 
of others designed to surpass them. While hand- 
made goods, from their very imperfections, have 
a charm for the artist, the every-day user appre- 
ciates rather the constant good quality of ma- 
chine-made articles. Our superior methods have 
given us the power of competing under primarily 
unfavorable conditions with the cheaper labor of 
foreign countries, 

It is a question how Jorfg the supremacy of our 
methods will last. Foreign competitors in the 
industrial world have for some time past reali 
the fact that certain American-made articles sell 
better than their own; indeed, they find a similar 
state of things obtaining in many lines of manu- 
factures. One way of meeting the case is resort- 
ed to in the production of counterfeit American 
goods. Discreditable as it is there is no question 
that extensive operations of this character have 
been carried on. 

But a more honorable way of meeting what 
seems to be a true emergency has been adopted. 
English manufacturers now send over students 
of our manufacturing processes, in the rsons 
of intelligent young men, who enter ouz shops as 
workmen and labor there, eyodying meanwhile 
and learning all the details of our shop manage- 
ment and manufacturing processes. The United 
States is in fact treated as a technical school. 
The men sent pass from one factory to another 
so as to get a good view of different processes. 
Then they return and use their know! to ad- 
vance their own home industries. 

In almost every field of technical work America 
has won renown. It is now evident that our 
aoenrer are determined to find out why this is, 
and the placing of students in our shops is a 
tribute of the highest value te our methods of 
work.—Scientific American. 

{In view of trese. revelations showing how the 
British and other European manufacturers are 


_ learning our industrial methods and using them 
in their shops and factories it is easy to.see the : 


effect of it when the low tariff Wilson bill goes 
into foree.

This was lost by a 
vote of 1510 37. An amendment by Funk 
forbidding treating was also lost, as was one 
by St. John providing that saloons shall not 
be opened from 6 p. m. to6a.m. Morris of 
Clarke then offered the amendment striking 
out Sec. 18 of the bill. The discussion of 
this amendment occupied the balance of the 
day. ; 

It was supported by Chairman Funk, who 
said that when he made his speeches in sup- 
port of the bill he had said there were certain 
provisions he could not support. This was one 
of them. This section if allowed to stand 
would permit saloons’ in his county, where 
there are none, and he could not support it. 

The representatives of the rural counties 
where the saloons are run in violation of law 
implored the Prohibitionists to give them the 
saine chance to regulate the saloons as they 
were willing to give to counties having cities 
of 5,000 population andover, The friends of 
the billsay tonight that they have hopes of 
securing a reconsideration of the vote tomor- 
row, anc unless that is done they have but 
littie hope of the bill ever passing. 

In the Senate today the time was taken up 
with the discussion of the Carpenter bill. 
Senator Ellis found on his desk a monster 
bouquet of flowers from the German-Ameri- 
can citizens of Des Moines. Senator Ellis 
finished his remarks and was followed by 
Senator Finn in opposition to the bill. Sena- 
tor Brewer argued in favor .of the bill. He 
said he had presented a_ bill that suited him 
better than the one under consideration, but 
the committee had seen fit to recommend the 
one before the Senate and he was willing to 
compromise on that measure, though he re- 
served the right to call up his bill at some 
future time if the circumstances warranted. 
At the close of Senator Brewer's remarks the 
Senate adjourned until tomorrow. It was 
noticeable that during Senator Brewer’s re- 
marks Senator Finn sought the seclusion of 
the cloak-room. 

Democrats Hold Balance of Power. 

_ The action of the House this afternoon and 
the evident failure of the Senators who are 
favorable to the Carpenter bill to secure 
enough Republican pledges to enable them 
to pass that bill even if coupled with the 
House resolution for a self-enforcing prohi- 
bition amendment make it almost certain 
that the Democrats hold the balance of pow- 
er on the temperance question and that what- 
ever legislation is adopted on that subject this 
session must be the resu!t of |a combination 
of the anti-Prohibition Republicans and 
the Demecrats. It is barely possible 
when the fFProhibitionists realize that 
they will be ‘responsible for such 
a condition they may agree to accept some 
one of the bills presented by the liberal Re- 
publicans, but if they do not a coalition be- 
tween the liberal Republicans auu the Demo- 
cratsis nearly certain, or no legislation what- 
everon the subject. A prominent Demo- 
cratic Senator said the Democrats were only 
waiting tosee whatthe Republicans would 
do, and that they were liable to * break the 
Prohibitionists’ necks when the proper time 
comes,”’ 

A sensation has been sprung by the state- 
ment that there has been a lobby here from 
Chicago in the interests of the brewers for the 
purpose of trying tu line up the Democrats 
against voting for any measure that did not 
originate on their side of the chamber. 

One of the leuding Democratic Senators 
said tonight he knew that certain men = were 
here for that purpose and that they urged the 
Democrats not to help the Republicans out in 
this matter, They did not want the law 
changed and did not want manufacturing per- 
mitted in the State. Senator Hurst was 
quoted as having been in company with these 
men. He denied that either of them had 
made any overtures to him on the subject. 
Another Democratic Senator said: “ Some of 
the Democratic Senators have recently said 
to me that they would not, under any circum- 
stances, vote for a measure coming from the 
Republican side, and they would not vote for 
a manufacturing biil that was in any way 
restricted,”’ 

The House joint resolution indorsing the 
Republic of Hawaii was passed by the Senate 
by a vote of 36 to 8, the negative votes being 
cast by Democrats. In the House a resolu- 
tion was adopted providing for a joint session 
Wednesday, March 14, to elect members of 
the boards of trustees of State institutions, 
Wardens of penitentiaries, and State Printer 
and Binder. 


INGALLSY’ CANDIDACY FOR SENATOR. 


The Kansas Statesman Announces That He 
Will Contest for Martin’s Seat. 

Inp1anaPouis, Ind., March 13.—|Special.]— 
Ex-Senator John J. Ingalls has decided to re- 
enter politics in Kansas and will attemnt to 
regain his old seat in the United States Senate 
as Senator Martin’: successor. During a brief 
stop in this city today he talked with great 
freedom of his plans and criticised the action 
of the Republicans in Congress for not taking 
better advantage of their opportunity to 
scourge Cleveland, He said: 

‘* T have made up my mind to take an active 
part in the Republican campaign in Kansas 
this fall. I believe Kansas is ripe for a change. 
Our people were burdened and easily misled, 
but I believe they will rise up and overthrow 
things.

PIECE OF A SPINE VALUED AT $5,000. 


Accident Insurance Company Keeps It to 
Forestall a Lawsuit. 

An accident insurance company has ina 
safe place a small piece of a dead man’s 
spine, which it is holdmg for use in the courts 
if necessary, and which it values at $5.000. 
Several years ago Samuel Kaufman, No, 981 
Case avenue, Cleveland, took out a $5,000 
policy against death “ through external, vio- 
lent, and accidental means” in the Mutual 
Accident Association of the Northwest. Jan. 
11. 1894, Kaufman, who was a werchant, 
didi suddenly. Coroner G. W. Arbuckle of 
Cuyahoga’ County found * that the said 
Samuel Kaufman died of apoplexy.”’ He 
had been at work in his home that morning, 
became dizzy, fell to the floor, and died, 

The insurance company did not hear of the 
death for several days, when friends of Kauf- 
man asked for blanks to show proof of death, 
Secretary T.S. Quincy ordered a special! in- 
vestigation. ‘lhe friends of Kautman claimed 
that he had fallen *‘ and had broken the sec- 
ond vertebra of his spinal column.” This 
was backed up with the statements of four 
Cincinnati anatomists who had mede a post- 
mortem examination and signed an affidavit 
that ** the suid neck was broken’”’ by the fall, 

If this was true the compuny was liable for 
$5,000. Secretary Quincy didn’t believe it 
was true. His physicians reported a ** com- 
plicated and most unusual case” and asked 
fora set of dissecting instruments at once 
from Chicago. While these were on the way 
the case was placed in the hands of Lawyer 
Emil Joseph by the friends of Kaufman. 
The attorney for the accident company wrote 
him that the company was not liable and 
would not pay the claim; that Kaufman’s 
death was in no way the result of an accident. 
When this notice was sent orders were 
telegraphed to the company physicians and 
inspectors to make another exam- 
ination at once. The Kaufman family 
objected, but finally a half-dozen men, 
representing the company, obtained entrance 
to the cemetery vault and the examination 
was made. The body lay in the coffin. The 
neck was cut open and a section of the spinal 
column four inches long was removed, This 
was sawed in two and half of it went into the 
pocket of one of the doctors. In his report to 
the company the examining’ physician says: 
* This examination shows that Samuel Kauf- 
man did not die from the results of external 
or accidental injury to any part of the body. 
The upper part of the spinal column was 
sawed in two parts. There was no fracture 
and no dislocation of any part of the spinal 
cvlumn. ‘The specimen of the spinal column 
removed is in my possession.”’ 

The company rests upon this report and is 
ready in case of suit to produce the piece of 
bone to prove false the claim of Kaufman’s 
family that he died accidentally. 


RICARDO L. TRUMBULL DIES IN CHILE. 


Son of the Historic “ Brother Jonathan,” 
and the Man Who Won Itata Fame. 

New York, March 13.—[Special. }—Private 
advices received here today report the death 
in Tulcahuano, Chile, on the night of Feb. 2, 
of Ricardo L. Trumbull, one of the leading 
young politicians of that South American Re- 
public. Mr. Trumbull’s death was caused by 


pneumonia. 

[Ricardo L. Trumbull was a direct descendant 
of Jonatian Trumbull, a General from Connecti- 
cut in the Revolutionary army. Washington de- 
lighted to refer to his aid as “Brother Jona- 
than,”’ and it is said that this was the origin of 
that name so generally usedin place of ** Uncle 
Sam.” Mr. Trumbull’s father early in the 40s 
was sent to Talcahuano as Consul of the United 
States. During the first few years of his resi- 
dence there he married a lady whose 
family resided in Talcahuano and Mr. 
Trumbull decided to settle there. 
He had several children. the eldest of 
whom was Ricardo. He and his brother, who is 
now a doctor in Valparaiso, were sent to this 
country to receive their education, and about 
1885 Ricardo began to study law. and at the end 
of his term returned to Chile and began the prac- 
tice of his profession. His success was al- 
most immediate. He was soon elected to 
the+ House of Deputies as the representa- 
tive of his native city, Talcahuano. Dur- 
ing the revolution against President Balmaceda 
Mr. Trumbull was an active spirit in the revolu- 
tionary, or, as it was called, the Congressional 
party, which established a provisioral govern- 
ment in Iquique. As the representative of that 
party, he was sent to this country in 1891 for the 
purpose of purchasing arms and ammupition, 
and also for the purpose of putting before the 
American people an explanation of his party's 
position. It was he who in 1891 fitted out with 
arms and ammunition the Chilean ship Itata, 
which sailed from San Diego, Cal., carrying away 
a United States official and ignoring the customs 
rules in regard to clearances. | 


War Chaplain Thomas B, Markham. 

New Orzeans, La., March 13.—[Special.] 
~The Rev. Dr. Thomas R. Markham, the 
famous Confederate war chaplain and for 
more than forty years pastor of the Lafayette 
Presbyterian Church of this city, died late 
last right after a lingering illness. 

(Dr. Markham was a Mississippian. He grad- 
uated from Oakland College in that State and 
then from Yale and the Presbyterian seminaries 
at Princeton, N. J., and Columbia, S.C, He was 
licensed tg preach in 1855 and the next year 
went to New Orleans to assume charge of 
the church of which he was the pastor 
at the time of his death. When the war 
broke out Dr. Markham joined the Confederate 
army asa Chaplain in Featherstone's Brigade 
and served through many severe campaigns, in- 
cluding Shiloh and Vicksburg. He several times 
distinguished himself for heroism on 
the . field in his ministration to the 
wounded of both armies and became one of the 
most noted of war chaplains in this section of 
the South. Since the war he bas been Chaplain 
of the Association of Veterans of the Army of 
Tennessee. His wonderful oratorical powers 
made him one of thé most foremost of Southern 
Presbyterians. } 


Charlies E,. McDonnell. 


Charles E. McDonnell, one of the best-known 
hotel clerks in the West, died yesterday at his 
home, No. 3147 Wabash avenue, aged 41 years. 
He leaves a widow. For a year and a half, up to 
the time of his illness a few weeks ago, McDon- 
nell was cashier at the Auditorium. For six 
years previous he was clerk at the Palmer 

ouse. Before coming to Chicago he had been 
clerk in the Oxford of Denver and the Ryan 
Hotel at St. Paul. The funeral will be held 
Thursday from St. James’ Roman Catholic 
Church, the interment to take place at Calvary. 
As Mr. McDonnell was a member of the Hotel 
Men’s Association and the Elks both orders will 
take part in the funeral ceremonies.

EXPIRES OF FRIGHT 


STRANGE DEATH OF ALMA WINTER, 
A 16-YEAR-OLD-GIRL, 


The Burning of Her Father's Residence at 
Barrington Creates in Her Such Excite- 
ment and Terror That Death Speedily 
Follows=Statement That the Victim 
Was Troubled with Heart Disease= 
Mr, Winter’ Well Known to Chicago 
Business- Men. 


Alma Winter, 15 years old, daughter of 
Charles QO, Winter of Barrington, a suburb on 
the Chicago and Northwestern, lost her life 
through fright yesterday morning. Her 
father’s house caught fire at 4 o’clock, and in 
the excitement which ensued the girl became 
intensely excited, and before the fire was out 
she expired. 

When Mr. Winter found his house was on 
fire he rushed at once to his daughter’s room, 
crying ‘‘ Fire.”’ At the same time he aroused 
his mother, and then he went tack to his 
room to secure some valuable papers, As 
soon as he had secured these he saw his daugh- 
ter, who had nastily dressed. He warned her 
to get out of the house as soon as possible and 
go to a neighbor’s, where she would be safe. 
The girl told her father she was all right and 
he need not worry about her. 

Mr. Winter then rushed around the house 
trying to save all his valuables, and Alma 
watched him from a safe spot. Her father 
then gave her his papers to keep and insisted ° 
that she go to a neighbor’s house. She went, 
but soon came back, crying out that she want- 
ed to save her canary, which was still in its 
cage in her room, and in spite of the fact that 
her father warned her against becoming toe 
much excited she found the bird and carried 
it out, 

Doctors Come Too Late. 

By this time she said she was tired, and she 
went again to the neighbor’s house and Jay on 
a lounge.. It was noticed then that the giri 
was in a highly nervous state, and Drs. Rich- 
ardson and Kendall were sent for. Before 
they arrived, however, the girl was dead. 

* Alma,”’ said Mr. Winter last night. “ was 
my only child, She had been troubled with 
her heart ever since she was a baby, and in 
all times of excitement this trouble has wor- 
ried me much. She was so lively, however, 
during the fire and acted in such a clear- 
headed manner that I did not realize until 
she was dead that she was any more excited 
than I was. Alma wasin perfect health ap- 
parently, and was a regular attendant at the 
Mayfair high school. She was an accom- 
plished s¢holar,a* good musician, and every- 
body loved her.”’ _ 

The funeral of the dead girl will take place 
Thursday at 1 o'clock. 

Mr. Winter owned one of the finest resi- 
dences in Barrington. It was situated on the 
main street half a mile south of the North- 
western depot. How it got on fire is a mys- 
tery. The stove fire was extinguished at 7 
o’clock Monday night, and it was 4 o’clock 
the next morning when Mr. Winter saw the 
flames over his head. An alarm was soon 
spread and nearly ail the people in the village 
did all they could to save Mr. Winter's prop- 
erty. 

Need of a Fire Department. 

They suceeeded in taking almost all of it 
out of the house, but no effort was made to 
save the dwelling itself, because there is no 
fire department there, not even a volunteer 
bucket brigade. ' This disaster, however, will, 
it is said, stir up the people and a fire com- 
pany will be organized. he property was 
insured for $1,500, but this does not repre- 
sent half its value. It was a ten-room house, 
and was built six years ago. 

Mr. Winter first saw a light shining through 
the glass of his bedroom door, al whi e 
arose he saw there was no chance to save his 
home. Then he awoke his family and helped 
to save his goods. He did not know of his 
daughter’s death until some time after its oc- 
currence, his friends being afraid in regard to 
the effect the news would have on him in his 
overwrought condition. The fire lasted until 
noon, when everything combustible had been 
rommrares. 

Mr. Winter is well known in Chicago busi- 
ness circles. He was for sixteen years chief 
c'erk of the Gault House on Madison street. 
His brother, E. W. Winter, is General Man- 
ager of the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Omaha railroad. The two brothers were 
shen aap to leave in a few days for a trip 
South. 


SPAIN AND FRANCE IN OUR HISTORY. 


Prof. Fisk Delivers a Lecture on Discov- 
eries at the Armour Institute, 

Prof. John Fisk leetured at the Armour In- 
stitute last night on the subject: ** Spain and 
France in America.”” The lecturer treated of 
the discoveries of French and Spanish navi- 
gators in the New World, and the results of 
these discoveries both to the countries, men- 
tioned and to the world in general. The pro- 
fessor began his lecture as follows: 

“In the midst of the chorus of gratulations 
with which the 400th arniversary of the dis- 
covery of America is heralded to a listening 
world, it is curious and instructive to notice 
the sort of comment which that great event 
excited on the oceasion of its third centenary 
100 years ago. In general little heed was 
paid toit. Butin France a few prize essays 
were written upon the question whether the 
discovery of Awerica had been a blessing or 
a curse to mankind. It was generally agreed 
that it had been an almost unmitigated 
curse. Think what a slaughter there had 
been of innocent and lofty-minded red men 
by brutal and ruthless white men! For these 
disciples of Rousseau entertained droll opin- 
ions as to the exalted virtues of the noble sav- 
age. Think, too, how many great European 
wars had grown out of quarrels about colonial 
empire! Clearly Columbus had come with a 
sword. not with an olive branch,and had opened 
a new chapter in the long Iliad of human woe. 
Only one benefit, said these humane philoso- 
phers, had come from the digcovery, and that 
was the use of quinine inaverting fevers. But 
to this general verdict of disparagement some 
of the essayists were able to add one qualify- 
ing clause. Along the Atlantic coast of North 
America a narrow fringe of English-speaking 
colonies had lately established their political 
independence and succeeded in setting afoot 
a federal government under the presidency of 
George Washington. The success of this en- 
terprise might put a mew face upon things and 
ultimately show that after all the discovery of 
the New World was a blessing to mankind. 

‘‘ Tf now, after the lapse of another century, 
we pause to ask the question why the world is 
so much more interested in the Western 
hemisphere I think we may fairly say that it 
is because of the constructive work that has 
been done here in the interval by men who 
speak English. If there were nothing to show 
but the sort of work 1m culonization and na- 
tion-making that characterized Spanish Amer- 
ica under its old régime, there would be 
small reason for celebration.” 

Prof, Fisk lectured gonencay afternoon at 
the residence of Mrs. Potter Palmer, his sub- 
ject being “ Virginia in the Seventeenth Cent- 
ury,”’ the same topic he used at Mrs, Walker's 
residence, No. 1720 Prairie avenue. Monday

INSPEOTOR HUNT SUSPENDS OFFIOER 
| KENNEDY FROM THE FORCE. 


Investigation to Be Made by the Trial 
Board Into Serious Charges of Assault 
«Claimed the Policeman Made an Un- 
provoked Attack on Henry Dieringer 
and Miss Gusta Vinzens=Lively Chase 
for a Horse-Thief—Ryan’s Pian to Rush 
-the Gas Ordinance—Other Local News. 


Peter W. Kennedy, a policeman of the 
F ftieth Street Station, has been suspended 
from duty by Inspector Hunt pending in- 
vestigation by the Police Trial Board on the 
charge: of making an unprovoked assault 
while drunk upon Henry Dieringer and Miss 
Gusta Vinzens. 

Dieringer and Miss Vinzens were returning 
home from a concert about midnight Sun- 
day, so the story goes,when they were 
viciously attacked by Kennedy. Dieringer, 
who lives at No. 4538 Wentworth avenue, is 
a young plumber and a conspicuous member 
of the South Side. Turngemeinde. He is 
engaged to Mise Vinzens, who lives with her 
parents at No. 112 Forty-fifth court. Sunday 
evening they attended a sdngerfest at the 
South Side Turner Hall, at which Dieringer 
appeared asa soloist. As the couple turned 
the corner of Forty-fifth and Stute streets on 
their way home they were overtaken by Of- 
ficer Kennedy, who grasped the shoulders of 
Miss Vinzens and her escort and pushed them 
savagely apart. 

** What is he to you?” the officer demanded 
of the young woman. 

*“*What is she to you?” he also asked of 
Dieringer as he gripped his shoulder tightly. 
Then he turned upon the young woman and 
dealt her a blow in the face with his fist. The 
act was followed by a volley of abusive words 

asthe young woman feil to the sidewalk. 
Another.blow from the officer sent the young 
man into the street. Screamsfrom Miss Vin- 
zens roused him partly and he regained his 
feet, assisting her as he did so. 


The young man caught the girl’s arms and 
Mantel her away from the officer who he says 
was trying to follow up his first assault. Be- 
fore the officer could catch the flyimg couple 


they had turned into Forty-fifth court and. 


gained the door of the young worman’s home 
a short distance west. Dieringer did not at- 
tempt to enter by the front door but ran with 
Miss Vinzens for the rear entrance. While 
they were rapping for admission the police- 
man ran around into the rear yard.

blow from the policeman was dodged by 
Dieringer and it struck the door-post. The 
young man struck the officer half a dozen 
heavy blows in the face. The two men 
cline and fell — the girl, who fainted 
in the doorway. hile the men were fighting 
the parents of Miss Vinzens rushed out. Their 
daughter was dragged into the house. 
The men were finally separated. The young 
mnan was pushed into the house while the offi- 
cer was persuaded to retire to the sidewalk. 
There he insisted on arresting Vinzens, it is 
said, who went with him. At the coruer of 
State street Mr. Vinzens was joined by Mr. 

Lang, who runsa saloon at that place. The 
two men led the officer into the saloon, where 
he was kept while the Fiftieth street patrol 
was called. When it arrived Officer Kennedy 
was taken in the wagon to the station, where 
his star was removed. 

Dr. Carl Krone was called to the Vinzens 
home, where Dieringer’s wounds were attend- 
ed to. Beside his lacerated hand he has a long 
gash behind the ear and painful bruises. The 
young woman is suffering from intense ner- 
vousness and bruises. 

Kennedy swore out warrants against Die- 
for assault, mayhem, and battery yes- 
terday. By the order of Lieut. Morrissey, 
however, the warrants were not served yester- 
day. Dieringer went back to his occupation. 
Kennedy is an unmarried man living at No. 

3643 Fifth avenue. 

Late yesterday afternoon Mr. Vinzens went 
to the City Hall to lay the matter before May- 
or Hopkins. |

CHARGES AGAINST LEWINSORBN. 


They Are Examined by the Police Trial 
Board=The Evidence. 

Solomon A. Lewinsohn appeared before the 
Police Trial Board yesterday afternoon to 
answer to serious charges made against him. 
Lewinsohn wasup to a week ago Assistant 
City Prosecutor at the Thirty-fifth Street Po- 
lice Station. He was charged with muking

IT OOSTS $25 A BIRD IF EATEN AT 
THIS TIME. 


Real Estate Men Indulge in a Touch of 
High Life at the Richelieu and Now 
Proprietor Bemis {s Being Hunted by 
Constables Who Want Him for Violat- 
ing the State Game Law=—Caterér Says 
It Was Quail on the Menu but Squab 
on the Dish<General City News. 


Sixty-two members of the Real Estate 
Board, if the menu is to be believed, ate quail 
at the Richelieu Hotel Monday night. It is 
contrary to the game laws of the State of Illi- 
nois to have game _ in one’s possession at this 
time of the year, and the Presidents of two 
game protective associations had constables 
out looking for Mr. Bemis yesterday wit 
warrants for his arrest for thus violating the 
law. The warrants were issued at the request 
of President Bortree of the National Game, 
Bird, and Protective Association, and Presi- 
dent Wilfred N. Low of the Illinois State 
Sportsmen's Association. President Fish- 
burn of the Rea! Estate Board and two mem- 
bers of the Committee of Arrangements of 
the dinner were subpoenaed as witnesses. 

Mr. Bemis and his catererdo not know 


‘ quail was served at the banquet, 


‘*T have not seen any quail,” said Mr. Bemis 
last night. ‘ And if I had, do you suppose I 
would tell of it? Do you think lam a fool? 
I don’t know anything about any quail. [ 
believe in observing the game law. These 
people who are so eager to enforce the game 
law never heard of cold storage, I suppose. 
If the case was carried up I'll bet $1,000 to 
$1 I would beat them. If a man sits down at 
my table and eats forbidden things he is just 
as guilty as I am.”’ 

Mr. Bemis said that the warrants had not 
been served on him. 


Was It Squab or Quail. 


W. A. Bender, the caterer, denied with great 
warmth that quail had n served. ‘“ They 
were not quail; they were squabs,”’ said he, 

i the menu read ‘ praised quail,’ did it 
not? 

That's nothing. They were squabs, I tell 

you. 
If this be true the real estate men are easily 
deceived, for they ate those alleged squabs in 
the full belief that they were eating quail. 
There is about the same resemblance between 
quail and squab as there is between poached 
eggs and Irish stew. 

‘What? Twenty-five dollars apiece for 
quail? Well, I never did like quail any way,”’ 
gasped Harry W..Christian. Mr. Christian 
was Chairman of the Committee on Arrange- 
ments which prepared the dinner. He had 
just been informed that eating quail at this 
season constituted a violation of the game 
law of the State of Illinois, punishable by a 
fine of $25 for each quail so served and that 
some one might have to pay the penalty of 
the violation. 

‘* I suppose we were all accessories after the 
fact in that violation of the game law,”’ he 
continued. ‘**The Committee on Arrange- 
ments, which consisted of myself as Chair- 
man, 5S. Wilmer Connell, and Ear! L. Ham- 
bleton, examined the menu prepared for the 
banquet by the Richelieu caterer, approved 
it, and told the caterer to go ahead with it. 
We saw quail on the list, but I never thought 
about it being against the law. Let’s see: 
there were sixty-two people at the banquet; 
sixty-two times $25 is $1.550 fora single 
course. QO, what will tne boys say?’ 

\Mr. Bortree was indignant at the alleged 
violation of the law. “They cannot get out 
of it by saying the game was in storage. That 
point has been decided again and again. 
Game is preperty only under conditions. A 
man cannot have it in his possession when it 
is unlawful for him to have it. We shall cer- 
tainly push the case against the Richelieu.”’ 

‘*] have given orders to have Bemis arreat- 
ed,”’ said Wilfred N. Low, President of the 
Illinois State Sportsmen’s Association. “I 
shail not prosecute the members of the Real 
Estate Board; I shall only use them as wit- 
jnesses.”’ 

Game Warden Blow was not confident of 
success in prosecuting Mr. Bemis. He said 
that Justices of the Peace were in the habit of 
dismissing cases for violation of the game 
laws, no matter how conclusive the evidence, 
and he was growing discouraged.

We could use 
for municipal purposes up to the eighth floor 
and rent the others for offices at an estimated 
income of $300,000, making a total income 
of $500,000. In twenty years the estimated 
income would pay the cost of construction, 
leaving to the taxpayers the most complete 
modern structure in the United States with- 
out any cost to them.”’

It was filled with pleasure craft of all 
sizes, The Prince of Wales had summoned his 
guests to be aboard the Britannia at 9 o’clock 
sharp.

Vicomte de Saint Priest, Mr. Ogden Goelet, 
Sir Frederick Milner, and Capt. Fortescue. 
A few minutes after 9 o’clock the Britannia 
loosened its spring lines and a quarter of an

politics. The § whole the influ- 
ence of: the Catholic Church was 
thrown against Benjamin Harrison for 
the Presidency in the last election because 
Morgan, the Indian Commissioner, insisted in 
carrying out an American policy in regurd to 
the Indian schools.’’ He claimed the Catholic 
Church in this country had secretly induced 
the French Canadians to immigrate to 
this country and then issued a secret circular 
commanding them to vote against Harrison. 
The A. P. A. was organized, he claimed, to 
rid politics of religion, and he denied that it 
sanctioned the use of the boycott against 
any man. Hesaid it was a secret organ- 
ization because it was as much as a man’s life 
was worth to belong to the organization, as the 
Catholics boycotted the members, but the day 
is not far distant when the A. P.
